The Author, who conceals himfelf, 
under the Name of Phileleutheras, (i.e. a Lover of Liberty) is 
a learned Man of the firft Rank, if we may believe M.Byr- 
mann, who compos’ the Preface at the beginning of the Vo- 
lume. He informs us, That the Manufcript of thefe Criticks 
was fent from Leipfck to M. Vande Water, a Bookfeller, at 
Utrecht, tho” he knows not from whom the Packet came. He 
only wrote thefe Lines in the firlt Page, below the Title. 
. M. Peter Burrman is defired to caufé this Manufcript to be 
* printed, and to add thereto a Preface, and alfo a Dedication 
‘if he judges it proper. Thefe Amendments were written in 
“hafte, and finifh’d the 13th of December 1709. Although 
© M. Clerc has taken all thofe Fragments from the Catalogue 
© that M. Fabricius gave of ’em in his Greek Library, yet he has 
© made no mention of M. Fabriciws his Name. 
M. Burmanaz has compleatly difcharg’d the Commiffion laid 
upon him by Phileleutberus. He has, you fee, caus’d the 
Amendments, of this unknown Author, to be printed, and has 
added to it a Preface of 34 Pages. Inftead of a Dedication, he 
ha$ prefixed a Greek Epigram out of the Anthology, (/. 2. cap.42.) 
accompanied with a Verfion into Latin Poetry, which he has

pnders inftead of pnfeis, ede for &Sev; for mifunderftanding,

As to the unknown Author’s Amendments which compofe this 
Volume, they are divided into 323 Articles. There are fome 
upon Grotins, and certain other Criticks, All the others run 
upon the Faults of Quantity, which (fays he) fpoil the Verfe 
of Menander, which M, Clerc propos’d to reform: Upon fuch 
Greek Sentences as are lame and mifinterpreted ; upon improper 
and improbable Verfions ; upon the Pra€tice of M. /e C/erc in con- 
founding together the Expreflions of an Author who quotes a

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Fragment with the Fragment it felf, €c, For what remains 
the Author of thofe’ Amendments is not willing to appear 
altogether fo. full of Refleftions;as:M, Burmayu, ‘but. fre. 
quently honours M.. Clerc with,.the Epithet of . Clerifiinss. 
Neverthelefs, he. does not: forbear. to. lafh him in fondry 
Places; and one would -almoft imagine, by the ‘Turn. of the 
Style, that M. Burmanz had a hand in it, if he had not declar'd 
in his Preface ( as we have already mention’d )_that. thofe critic 
cal Remarks were made by a Scholar of the firft C/a/fs, to whofe 
stofourd Learning he does.not ee to compare his own Ta- 
fhe: But whether this be the Truth, or only a piece of Mode. 
fty in Mr. Burmann, ‘it cann’t be deny’d that the unknown Au- 
thor has given many Proofs of his béing a nice and judicious 
-€ritick, and furnifh’d with a good Stock of Litterature. We 
cannot enlarge on his Remarkss but. fhall ‘only add, That he 
concludes them with a Triumphant Air, and like one perfuaded 
of the Victory: which he has obtain’d over M. Cerf, to whofe 
Funeral he invites the Publick by. this-Verfe of Terence.

' A LL the Learned know the Care which M. Colbert took to 
enrich his Library with the'choiceft and moft ancient Ma- 
nufcripts. This was fent to him by M, Foxca/t, who found it 
with feveral others.in the Abby: of Masfac, M. Baluze, 0 
. : ad. 
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had then the Care of that Library, having examin’d it, believ’d 
jt to be the Work of Lafantius, and publifh’d it in 1679 under 
the Name of that Author. The Book was receiv’d with Ap- 
plaufe, and foon pafs’d thro” feveral different Editions in Exg- 
“land, Swedeland and Holland: But fince the latter Editions were 
‘copied only from that of M. Ba/uze, the Publifhers having never 
feen the Manufcript it felf; and befides, as that of M. Ba/use 
is become very fcarce, Father /e Nourry thought it might pleafe 
the Learned, if he procured them a new Edition exattly correét- 
ed according to. the Original Manufcript. Two Reafons mere 
-particularly engaged him to pur his Defign in Execution, He 
urges firft, That it has not been yet fully decided whether this is 
in reality the Work of Lffantius. Secondly, He thinks, thac 
thofe who have had the Care of the Editions printed fince that of 
.M, Baluze, have abus'd the Authority of that Writer, in order 
toconfirm the Opinions of their own Seéts. 

We have here the Text of the Author, revis’d and corrected 
according to the Manufcript of M. Colbert. The Publifher has 
fpecify’d all the different Readings, and even thofe which he did 
not think to be very material ; but he fays he did it, that he 
might more eafily difcover the true ones. He has exactly di- 
‘ftinguifh’d the Blanks which appear in the Margin of the Manv- 
{cript torn off, or worn away by length of Time, to the End, 
fays he, that the Reader may be capable to judge of the Rea- 
‘fonablenefS of the Conje€tures of fuch who have attempted to 
“fill them up. 

And to {hew the Nature and Antiquity of the Manufcript, he 
caus’ the firft Page to be engrav’d exa€tly like. the Osiginal. 

After the Text follows a Differtation ; wherein, Firft, the Pub- 
lifher clears up the obfcure Places, and endeavours to find out 
the true Sentiments of his Aurbor. He backs his. Conje€tures 
with the Authority of Contemporary Writers, and anfwers the 
ObjeG&tions which may be rais’d againft him. Secondly, He pro- 
‘ceeds to examin the Manufcript, which he afferts to have been 
written by a Perfon who had committed many Errors, becaufe 
‘he underftood not the Latin Tongue. He fays the Author has 
not equall’d the Idea which the Title of the Book raifes in our 
-Mind, becaufe he treats very little of the firft Perfecutors, where. 
“as he difcourfes at large of Dioclefian and his Succeffors, even 
“downto Licinius: He ftrives to penetrate into the Defigns which 
‘the Auther had ‘when he eee ee this Treatife, and to est 
: ece the 
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the Time when he didit. Thirdly, Father /e Nourry extends 
his Search to find out the true Author: He does not believe it to 
be Ladantius, tho? that has been hitherto the general Opinion 
The Title of the. Book, which has not the Name of Lafexrjy, 
the Argument, and the Subje&t Marter of it, determine him to 
believe that the Work. is different from that which St. Ferome 
afcribes to him under the Title de Perfecutione, and fays, that 
Donatus, to whom it is dedicated, is not’ the fame Perfon to 
whom he addrefs’d his Book Of the Wrath of God.. He cannot 
difcover the Style of Lafantius in it; but, on the contrary, he 
meets with feveral particular Opinions, which to him feem very 
different from thofe of Laéfantius. Fourthly, the Publither gives 
an Account of all the Editions of this Book. The firft appear’d 
in 1679 at Paris, publift’'d by M. Baleze, who ingenuoully 
own’d in his Preface, that finding the Manufcript full of Errors, 
he had corre&ted thofe only which feem’d to him the moft eafy 
to be amended, and that he had left the reft to be corre&ted by 
thofe who had Learning and Courage enough to petformir. The 
fecond Edition was printed at Oxford in 1680, by Paul Baudri, 
who declares in the Preface, that Dr. Foba Fell, Bifhop of Ox. 
‘ford, was the Author of that Edition. This Tra€t was publith’d 
the fame Year in French at Paris by M. de Mawcroix, Abbot of 
St. Hillary, and Canon of Rheimg 

In the Year 1684, Mr. Tho. Spark publifh’d all the Works of 
Laéfantius, and added this to the end of the Colleétion. M. 
ob. Columbus publifh’d another the fame Year at Abo in Swede. 
Jand.. The next Year. this Treatife was printed at Cambridge, 
together with all the other Works of Lafantius. M. Paul 
Baxdri publifh’d it a fecond time at Utrecht in 1692, It had 
been tranflated into Englifh by D. Burnet; and from this Englith 
Tranflation was made that of the French, which appear’ at 
Utrecht in 1687. Father /¢ Nourry only enumerates all thefe 
Additions, to fhew the Readers the Alterations which thofe dif: 
ferent Publifhers have made in the Work.. He examins the 
Notes added to them, and pretends to confute all thofe which 


tend to prove that the Author was not of the Faith of the 
Church of Rome.

Secondly, as to Meats offer’d to Idols, He endeavours to find 
out what Emperor firft prohibited the felling of Meat until ir 
had been offer’d to the falfé Deities. He makes mention of ex- 
‘traordinary Torments infli€ted upon a Martyr for tearing in Pieces 
the Edi& of Dioclefian ; nese at the fame time, that theie 
was fio. rgafon to oppofé the Opinion of Eufebizs, That the 
Martyr was a Perfon of an obfcure Rank. Gy 


" Thirdly, {peaking of the Power which the Primitive Chri- 
ftians had to chafe away Damons by the Sign of the Crofs, He 
endeavours to confute the Opinion of thofe who believed that 
the Sign of the Crofs which appeared to Conftantine was only a 
Military Stratagem invented by the Emperor, to animate his 
Soldiers, or a natural Phanomen, if not a Falfhood. Then he 
ro aE the Primitive Chriftians had not only Temples 
and Churches, but that they had alfo a fubftantial Income, aad 
that Lucius Céctlixs has treated of the Merit of Good works. 
_° After thefe Preliminary -Queftions, hé proceeds to what his 
Author has faid concerning the Death of the Perfecutors. He 
examines, Whether 'the firft Perfecution the Church fuffer’d was 
by Nero ; Whether ‘that’ Emperor: perfecuted the Church upon 
Account of St. Peter’s Sermons, whether the Body of Nero was 
- interr’d after his Death, and from whence this Opinion is deriv’d,

ple, he retired to Revenna, where he was afflited with a Di. 
ftemper, which.at firft he litte regarded 5 but perceiving that i 
grew ftronger, he refolv’'d to depart from Ravenna, and repair’d 
to Nicomedia, per circuitum Ripe Strige: Father le Nourri en. 
deavours to explain thofé Words which have fo much puzzied 
the Learned. . chy ae ee 
The Farigue of Djoclefiax’s Journey did fo much increafe his 
Indifpofition, that he was obliged to appear in Publick to con. 
fute the Reports of his Death. But. continuing very weak, Ge. 
lerius went to him at Nicomedia, and in a Conference, prevyail’d 
with him to lay down the Empire. Lucius Cecilius reports this 
Conference at large, wherein Father /e Nowry takes notice of 
fome fufpicious Circumftances.. He does not give Credit to 
every Thing which that Author )fays concerning the Faintnef, 
the Groans and the Fears of Dioclefian. . Several Authors fay, He 
willingly laid. down, and would not refume the Government 
when *twas offered. F./e Nowry fufpe&ts all that is faid in the 
Dialogue concerning the Infolence of Gelerius, and the Prefence 
of Conftantine the Great: Wor does he believe what Ceéci/fius 
fays of Dioclefian’s Death, becaufe it does not agree with what 
others have faid of it. F. Noary examines, If Prifca the Wife, 
and Valeria the Daughter of Dioclofian, were Chriftians, as fome 
have believ’d, and gives us] the Reafons why Valeria refus'd to 
marry the Emperor Maeximina@, and why the Emperor put them 
and the Wives of fome others of his.

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Next comes the Life of that Learned Man writ at large, and 
compos'd with much Care by Mr. d’Almeloveen, from the Au- 
thor’s Letters, and from the Journal of his Life, which he receiv’d 
trom England. | 

Vaae Caufabon, w25 born at Gezeva, as appears by his 875th 
Letter wrote to Foz Prideaux, on the 18th of Febr. 1559. 
if we may believe himfeif, rather than Moreri, who fays, 
That he was born at Svurdecux, a little Village, tho’ he fhould 
have called it a Town in Dauphine. His Father’s Name was 
Arnayd Cafaubon, and his Mothers Feanne Roffeau, who both re- 
retired to Geneva becaufe of the Perfecution tor Religion. He 
was educated at Cref?, a Town in Dauphine, where his Father 
was called to be Miniiter, after the Perfecution ceas’d. He ftu- 
died under the Dire&tion of his Father till he was 19 Years of 
Age, when he was fent to Geneva to continue his Studies. He 
made a great Progrefs in the Greek Tongue, by the Care of 
Francis Portus of Candie, who was Proteflor of that Language, 
to whom he fucceeded fome Years after, when he was but 23 
Years of Age, if I be not miftaken, He foon after publifh’d his 
Notes on Diogenes Laertius, printed firft, according to the Title, 
at Mentz, in 8°. in 1583. and dedieated it to his Father, who 
commended him for it ; and told him, he valued one Remark on 
the Sacred Books, more than all the Works he promis‘ on pro- 
phane Authors, After that, he applied himfelf in good earneft 
to ftudy Matters of Religion, and publifh’d fome Notes on the 
New Teftamenr, which, tho’ but few, have always been very 
much efteemed, 

In 1584. he publifhed his Le&tures on Theocritus, which he 
dedicated to Henry Stephen, Printer, at Geneva, whofe Daugh- 
ter he afterwards married ; which gave occafion to his Enemies 
to fay that he fpent his Youth in corre€ting the Proofs of this 
Printer, which is falfe, tho” it would be no blemifh to his Re- 
putation if true. -He pablifh’d his Strabo in 1587. at Geneve. 
He {tudied Philofophy and Law 3 Years under Felins Pacius, the 
famous Philofopher and Lawyer. He alfo ftudied the Oriental 
Languages, and the Rabbins. In a little time after, he publifh’d 
Dicnyftws Haltcarnoffeas, with fome Notes, which he wrote wen 
young, bat didnot finifh em. ° He alfo publifh’d Po/penu: of 
Séraiagems, which had never before appeared in Greek. 


When 
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When he was 31 Years of Age he publifh’d Ariffot/e in Greek 
and Latin. Some time after he fell into great Trouble, of which 
pe complains bitterly in his Letters, by being Surety in a great 
Sum for Mr. Wotton an Englifhman, which he was obliged to 
Pay. This ftraitned him, till he was reimburs’d by the Care of 
his Friends, and particularly of the famous Fofepb Scaliger, 
_ about a Year afrer. 

He publifh:d his Commentary on the Chara&ters of Theopbra- 
fias in 1592. ard revis’d it fome Years after, being thereunto 
moved by a Greek called Fur/anus, who wrote on the fame Sub- 
je& after him, but in a very contemptible manner. Crafubons 
Work on Theophrajftus is very much efteem’d at eprefent, and 
was one of the Tings which acquir’d him moft Reputation. 
He afterwards publifh’d the Apology of Apuleius, with Notes, 
which he dedicated to Fofeph Scaliger. In 1495, he publifh’d 
his Commentary on Swetonius, which was received with fo much 
Applaufe, that a new Edition of it was publifh’d the Year atier. 
In the mean time, he was not-eafie at Geneva, either becaufe he 
could not pleafe Hewry Stephex his Father in-Law, a morofe and 
peevifh Man, or had not a fufficient Subfiftance; or becaufe he 
himfelf was of an uneafie Temper: He therefore accepred the 
Place of Profeflor of Greek and Polite Learning, which was 
ofter’d him by thofe of Montpel/ser, with a greater Salary than 
he had at Gezeva, He doubted a long time whether he fhould 
accept the proffer, but at laft was prevailed on by the Sollici- 
tations of Philip de Canaye, Lord of Frene, and of William Ran- 
chin, the famous Profeffor of Law at Montpellier. Much about 
the fame time, thofe of Nimes would have had him to reftere 
their Academy 5 but he refus’d ir, Some fay, the Univerfity of 
Franeker had then alfo fome Thoughts of calling him thither, 
but that is not certain. He wasat firft very much efteem’d and 
followed at Afontpelher, and feem’d very well contented with 
his Condition. But that did not laft long; they did not perform 
all that was promifed him: They differed with him about his 
Salary, did not pay him duly, and in a word, he was fo un- 
eafie, that he fays in one of his Letters, he was juft about rc- 
turnisg from thence to Geneva. 

In 1598. he went to Lyons, where he printed his Notes upon 
Atbeneus, and publifh’d a new Edition of his Theophra/tus aug- 
mented with fome Chapters. He lodg’d there with Mere de 


Viegue, a rich Man, who loved Perfons of Learning, and “— 
| im 
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him with him to Paris, where he was very well received by aff 
his Friends,and efpeciaily by the Prefidents dz Harley and de Thox, 
Henry IV. of France being inform’d of his Merit, would have 
him leave Montpellicr, and be a Profeflor at Paris; but not 
knowing what to do, hereturn’d to Lawguedoc, wherc he receiv’d 
Letters from Henry 1V. dated Fun. 3.1599. by which he was 
called to the Profeffion of polite Learning at Paris; and went 
thither the 26th of Eebrwary that fame Year. 

Being come to Lyozs, his Friend de Vicgue oblig’d him to ftay 
there, at leaft, till the King fhould come thither; and the rather, 
becaufe his Edition of Atbenezs, which went on but: very flow- 
ly, ftood in need.of his Prefence. Some Domeftick Affairs oblig’d 
him to go to Geneva, where he complains that Juftice was not 
done him concerning the Eftaie of his Father-in-Law: But ’tis 
well enough known, that Advocates, who loofe their Caufe, do 
for moft part complain of the Injuftice of the Judges. Having 
tartied a long time, in vain, for the King’s Arrival there, after 
a fecond Journey to Geneva, he went at laft to Paris, tho’ he 
fore-faw, as de Vicgue and Scaliger fore-told him, that he would 
not have all the Satisfa&tion there which at firft he expected, 
not that Henry IV. did not receive him very kindly, but the Jea- 
loufy of fome other Profeffors, and efpecially his being a Prote- 
{tant, occafioned him great Trouble. 

He was nam’d to be one of the Judges in the Conference be- 
tween Fames Pavy of Perron, Bifhop of Evrenx, afterwards 
Cardinal, and the famous Philip du Plefis Mornay: And beeaufc 
he was not favourable to the latter; who, if we may believe the 
Popifh Hiftorians of that Time, did not.come well off at that 
Conference. "Fwas reported that Ca/azbon would {peedily change 
his Religion. There were two Things which inereas’d this Suf- 
picion: One was, that Philip de Canaye, Cafaubon’s great Friend, 
chang’d his Religion; and the other, that his own Son, Jobr 
Cafaubon, did the like. He clears himfelf, however, of thofe 
Acecufations in Several of his Letters; and the Confequence 
fhew'd, that either thefe Sufpicions were falfe, or that if Cu/ex- 
bon was under any Temptation to change his Religion, he had 
Strength to refift it. Be that how it will, ’tis certain he was not 
in every thing of the Opinion of Proteftants; but faid, that as 
to the Sacraments, the Fathers of the Church believ’d fomething 
more than they, as appears by his 67oth Letter, direéted ro 
Ustenbogardus, and by his 1043d, writ to Tilenus. a 

ut 
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- But however that Matter was,M.a’ A/me/oveen gives alarge Ac- 
count of what pafs’d at the Conference of Fontainbleax, to thew 
that they are in the wrong who accus’d Cufazbon of tavouring the 
Bifhop of Evreux on that Occafion. 

The Court chicand with him as,to his Sallary and Expences in 
coming to Paris with his Family, becaufe the Marquis de Rofny, 
the King’s Treafurer, was not his Friend; fo that he was oblig’d 
to get an exprefs Order from Henry IV. for Payment. He return- 
ed fome time after to Lyons io haften the Impreffion of his Po- 
_ dybius, and fell out there with his Friend de Vicgue, becaufe he 
would not go with him to Swifferland, whither de Vicque was 
fent by the King. That Prince having ordered Cawfubon to re- 
turn to Par, he came thither with his Family, and was very 
well received both by the King his Prote€tor, and by a great 
many Perfons of Note. ° He had no publick Leétures, but privare 
ones, and at the fame time publifhed feveral Works of the An- 
cients. He ftudied the Arabick, and made fuch a Progrefs in ir, 
that he compos’ a Di€tionary, and tranflated fome Books of 
that Language into Latin. 

Caufabon fays, That in 1601, he was obliged, againft his 
Will, to write to Fames VI. King of Scotland, atterwards 
King of England; but he does not tell us his Reafons. That 
Prince anfwerd him very courteoufly, which obliged Cau/fabcn 
to write to him aSecond time. M., d’Almeloveen has put thefe 
Three Letters in his Author’s Life, becaufe they are not in the 
Body of the Work. 

Henry IV. augmented his Salary, and made him his Libzary 
Keeper, inftead of Fobn Goffelin, the great Mathematician, but 
a very whimfical Man, who would not let Ca/azbor have the 
ufe of the Books in the King’s Library as often as he would. 
He entered upon this new Office in 1603, when Goffelin, who 
was very old, having been left near a Fire by his Seivant, fell 
into it and was burnt. 

_.This Year he publifhed his Remarks on the Authors of the 
‘Hiftory of Axugufius, took a Journey to Dauphine to fee his 
Mother, and to Gexeve about his private Affairs. In 1604, he 
publifhed a Differtation on Dion and Chryfoffom, He publifhed 
his Notes upon Perfeus foon after, which were his L-etures 
at Geneva, 
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He wis at the fame time obliged to fuftain new Attacks- 
fiom the Jefuits, and the Cardinal du Perron, concerning Reli- 
gion. It happened that he difputed with him at a Feaft, to 
which he was invited. This oceafion’d a Reporr, That he pro. 
mifed there to turn Papift ; ‘which obliged him to write a ‘Letter 
to the Cardinal, that the Minifters of Charenton thought fit to 
Print, in order to confute all ‘thofe falfe Reports. 

The Magiftrates of Nimes gave ‘him another Call to thei: 
City, ‘offering ‘him a Houfe, and a-Salary of 600 Gold Crowns 
per Annum, but he durft ‘not accept for fear of difpleafing the 
King. In alittle time after, he publifhed a curious Letter of 
Gregory de Nye, with Notes, which ‘had never been printed 
before. | 

The famous Difputes between Pope Paw/ V. and the Repub- 
lick of Venice, moved him to write a Treatife on Ecclefiaftical 
Liberty, wherein he defended the Rights of 'God and Soveraigns 
againft the Pretenfions of Rome; but when thefe Differences werg 
ended, the King order’d it to be fupprefs'd before “twas printed, 
and perhaps before twas finifh’d. But becaufe the Author had 
fent fome Sheets of" it to feveral-of ‘his Friends, as they were 
printed, the Work could ‘not be intirely fuppreffed. °Tis alfo 
faid, There are two or three Editions of that Fragment. °Tis 
certain, That Me/cbior Goldaft ‘inferted it in his Col/efanea de 
Monarchia §. Imperii: And becaufe this Book-is very {carce, 
our Author has Reprinted this Fragment-in-his ‘ColleGtion. Caz: 
fabon at the fame time publifh’d fome fhort, ‘but learned Notes, 
‘on a Greek Infcription, containing ‘the Dedication of a Fund 
made by Herod the Great. | 

In 1609, he had a Conference with the Cardinal da Pervez, 
concerning Religion, by the King’s Order, to prevail with him 
to embrace the Popifh Religion ; and it was then given out that 
he waver'd on that Head. In-the mean time he finifh’d his Po- 
lybius, which he dedicated to the King. and was generally e. 
iteem’d by all Learned Men. He expeéted to have received a 
confiderable Prefent for it, bute becaufe of his Religion he te- 
ceived nothing. To which we may add, That Hear) IV. was 
ignorant enough, and did not know the Value of the Prefent. 

At that time he was acquainted with the Eng/i// Ambaflador, 
and by his Means, with feveral Engdifomen. Dias 
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Ig: y 
fn 1610, thete,.fiappened two. Things which prov’d a great 
AffiGion to him, viz. The Death of Henry IV. which madg him 
loofe all Hopes of keeping his Poft; and his Son Fobn’s . 
ing his. Religion, as we mention‘d before. 

This afflifted him fo much the more, b-caufe a Repost was 
fpread, That he himfelf had charged the Ferfon who taught his 
Son Foba the Mathematicks, to inftru&t him at the fame time 
in the Popifh Religion. Our Author clears him trom all thefe 
Accufations, and fhews, That Caz/abon bewail’d himfelf a long 


time for his Sons Apoftacy. 


That fame Year, having obtained leave from the Queen of 
- France, he camé to England with Henry Wotton, Ambaffidor 
Extraordinary from Fames.I1. He was very well received by all 
Learned Men, and Perfons of Note there. He faw the King, 
and eat with feveral times. He received a Prefent from bim of 
1000 Livres, becaufe he knew he was to vifit the Univerfities of 
Oxford and Cambridge. He afterwards gave him two Prebends, 
one at Canterbury, and the other at Wefiminfter, with a Salary 
of 2e00 French Livres. That Prince wrote at the fame time to 
the Queen of France to give him leave to ftay longer in England 
than was at firft allowed him to do, 


A little time after he went to England, Peter dz Moulin wrote 
to Dr. Fames Montague, Bifhop of Bath, to inform him, That Czz- 
fabon had a great Inclination to Popery; That there were only 
a very few Articles which kept him among the Proteftants; and 
that if he returned to France he would chnage his Religion, as 
he had promifed ; which would be the occafion of great Scandal 
and Prejudice to the Proteftants: He therefore pray’d him at the 
fame time to keep him in Fxg/and, and oblige him to write a- 

ainft the Annals of Baroxizs, {ince he knew that he had Mate- 
rials ready for that Subje&t. 1 do not know whether this Letter 
did the BufinefS ; but ’tis certain, King Fames I. engaged him 
to write the Book he publifhed agiinit the Annals of that Car- 
dinal. Some Learned Men are of Opinion, fays M. de Bernard, 
That he has pull’d down the Pinnacles of that great Building. 
"Tis certain, Cafaubon would have done more Service to the 


Commonwealth of Learning, had he been allowd to continue 
Ffrff2 his 
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his Notes on prophane Authors. He was alfo obliged to write 
a Letter to Froaton le Duc, againft the Dofttine of the Jefuits 
about the Authority of Kings, which was publifhed almoft a. 
gaintt his Will, for which he received a confiderable Prefent from 
King Fames 1. He was alfo order’d to write another Letter to 


the Cardinal d« Perron, wherein he fays he was only the King’s 
Sccretary. 


His Work againft Barorius was finift’d in 18 Months the be. 
ginning of 1614. He did not live long after, fince he died the 
tuft of Fuly that fame Year, in the §5th Year of his Aze. 
°Twas found that he had a double Bladder, of which M. ce A/- 
melooven gives us a long Defcription; with:the Canufes of his 
Death. Our Author has added to the Life of Ifeac Cafaubon, an 
Abricgment of that of Merie Cafaubon, his Son, who tho’ earned, 
was not equal to his Father. We will not infift upon it, but on- 
ly obferve, that this learn’d Man afcrib’d to the Philofophy of 
Des Cartes the little Inclination that People had in his Time for 
the Study of polite Learning. Afrer this comes the Epiftles 
Dedicatoy and Prefaces of Ifaac Cafaubox, follow’d with his 
Fragment about Ecclefiaftical Liberty, which we have mention’d 
already. Our Author fhews us, that we muft diftinguifh between 
that Chriftian Liberty which has God for its Author, which the 
Fathers of the Church have frequently mention’d, and that Ec- 
clefiaftical Liberty of which they fay nothing. He goes over all 
the Times of the Church, and explains what this Liberty was in 
ail Ages. 3. From the beginning of Chriftianity to the Time of 
Conftantine the Great. 2. From the Time of that Emperor to 
Gregory the Great. 3. From that Pope to Hildebrand, or Gre- 
gory Vil. From Gregory VIl. to the Council of Trent. He 
fhews, after this, what that Ecclefiaftical Liberty iswhich is now 
taught and defended; who are the principal Defenders of it, and’ 
what their Defign is: He proves, that this Do€trine overturns, 
to all Intents ard Purpofes, the Authority of the Civil Powers: 
He expofes the Pasalogifims and Abfurdities of thofe who defend 
it: He attacks Barcnins in particular on this Subjc€&t; and fhews, 
that *twould be both profitable and honourable for the Church of 
Rome to be more modeft on this Subje&t. This was the Defign 
which Ca/culon propofed, as appears by the Arguments of the 
1o Chapters which made up the Work; but we have es ne 
= three 
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3 firft, which are very large, fince they contain 72 Pages with 
the Preface. 


We have next our Author’s Poems, which were never all col. 
ic€ted together; fome of ’em are Greek, and fome Latin. They 
are not many, fince they contain but 18 pages. They are all 
fort pieces ; one of the longeft is a Greek Paraphrafé upon the 


136 Pfalm. 


After them, we have Cafoubon’s Letters, which are 1110 in 
Number, among which there are 300 that were never before pub- 
lifh’d, which fhews the Value of M. d’A/meloveen’s Edition, for 
tho’ few or none of *em treat of important Subje€éts, yet they 
are pleafant and profitable. But as Men’s Taftes are different, 
fo the Judgments that they pafS upon Books are not always Im- 
partial, fince thefe. Letters are not of fo pure a Style that there’s 
nothing to be blam’d in them, we muft not. be furpriz’d if all 
the Learned are not of the fame Opinion concerning them. 

Sorbiere,, in his Sorberiana, Pag.5, fays, They contain the 
Hiftory of a Man that’s honeft and learned, but have nothing 
very remarkable except the Purity of the Language, and the 
Charaéters of a frank and fincere Man. Yet all good Men ought 
to receive. favourably the Remains of fo great a Man. He 
who publifh’d the Melanges d’'Hiftoire & Literature, under the. 
Name of Vigneul Marville, 7. e. The Medley of Hiftory and 
Learning, aflures us, they are all perfe&tly fine; and he makes 
‘no Scruple to compare them with thofe of Grotius and Sca- 
liger for Learning; and to. fay, They exceed them for the 
eafinefS and: purity of Style, which is altogether Epiftolar, 
and no ways affected or bombaftick. ’Tis true, That thefe 
Learned Men {poke thus only of the Letters that had been 
already publifh’d , but the new ones added to this laft Edi- 
Edition are of the fame Character; and ’tis eafie to know that: 
they came from the fame Hand. Ca/aubon is blamed for mixing 
too much Greek in his Latin Letters ; and tho he excufes him- 
felf by the Example of Cicero and others, yet *tis certainly a 
Fault,’ Father Vavaffeur, de Epigram, cap. 22: charges him alfo 
with Gallicifms ; but thefe Faults, and perhaps others, don’t 
hinder thefe Letters from being worth reading. 


In 
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In this Edition, the Year in which they were writ is placed on 
Margin ; and the Publiflrer refers as ofter as he could to the 
Letters of the Learned Men, to which thole co! Cafazbon’s ferve 
tor an Anfwer, and to thofe which Aniwer his. He has alf 
added in the Margin, M. Colomiez’s {hort Notes which explain 
fome obfcure Places, befides fome Remarks at the end. Ina - 
word, He has omitted nothing to make this, cition‘as perfect as 
it could be. | 


It appears by the 348th Letter, That Mi. d« Frefue, after he 
had imbrac’d the Popifh Religion, folliciced Cafaubon to do the 
like ; to which he anfwered, That he would always remember 
the ancient Friendfhip, and Obligations between them, but could 
not do what he defired of him, and far lefs follow his Example; 
He pray’d him earneftly not to impute his refufal to Obftinacy, 
but rather to Simplicity ; and his Care to maintain his own Opi- 
nions, which he knew to be true, and of which he was fully 
perfwaded. 


In his 119th Letter ‘direE&ted to’ Mr. du Pleffis, he clears him- 
felf of the Sufpicions that were fpread abroad coucerning him, 
That he would change his Religion. | 


In the 707th Letter writ to Mr. de Thou, .Cafaubon fhews him, 
“That Fames 1, of England found fault with him for following Bz- 
ehanaa in writing. again&t his. Mother, Mary Queen of Scotland, 
fince every Body knew, fays he, That that Hiftorian was a Slan- 
derer. Headds, That that Prince did not defire Mr. de Thexz to 
depart in the leaft from the Trath in favour.of Mery Queen of 
Scotland his Mother , but only that he would not impute to ber 
the Crimes invented by her difloyal Subjeéts to blemifh her Re- 
putation. Headds, That tho’ Princes ihould do fomething not 
altogether agreeable to Rule, *rwas not fit that Pofterity fhould 
know it; and that no Law obliges an Hiftorian to publifh it. 
I do not think, fays M, Bernard, every Body is of Cafaubon’s 
Opinion in this Point. Many think, ’tis always of great concern, 
That Pofterity be informed of the good and evil that Princes have 
done ; and an honeft Hiftorian is as much obliged to tell the bad 
as the good that he knows, withour which we cannot have a juit 
Idea of Perfons mention’d in Hiftory. After they afe dead, it 
can 
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cam do their Perfons no hurt to publifh their Vices as well as 
their Virtues, that Pofterity may make a right ufe of them. He 
informs ‘us in the fame Letter, That ames I. order’d an exit 
and true Hiltory to be writ concerning the Things that related 
to-his Mother Mary, ‘in order to fend it'to Mr. de Thoz, that he 
might make ufe-of it m his Hiftory, But it Byuchanen is notto 
be credited in the Things he wrote againft that Queen, much lefS 
can a.Hiftory writ by her Son K. Fames I.’s Order. Dr. Burnet now 
Bifhop-ot Sa/sbury, in-his RefleCtions on M. Vari//as intorms us, 
that Cambden himielf'own’d to Mr. de Thow, That what he wrose 
to him-concerning Alery-Queen of Scors was true, tho’ K. Fumes 
obliged‘him tocontradi€t it. 


Tho? Cufazben was not well fatisfy‘d with thofe of Gexeva, 
yet in 1603, he wrote in favour-of the School of Gezeva to the 
King of England, reprefented iv’s bad Condition, and tecom- 
mended it to him to give them fome Af_iftance. °Tis the 1035th 
Letter of this Edition, and was not printed in the former. 


He'complains in his 105¢6th Letter, That he was more af- 
fronted at London, than ever at Paris among the Papifts; that 
they ‘threw Srones at his Windows Night and Day; that he 
receiv’d a great Wound as he went to Court; and that his 
Children were aftronted. in the Streets; that he and his 
Family were fometimes purfued with Stones. The Publifher 
fays nothing of the Caufe, but that perhaps *twas the Hatred 
the common People bear to Strangers, and to fee them 
clad ‘in a Habit different from that of the Country; but this 
was ‘never ordinary in Lozdon, where there’s always a great 
Concourfe of Strangers. So that it muft have proceeded trom 


fome other Reafon. 


Iu his rosoth Letter dixefted to Richard Montague, Bifhop 
of Bath and Wells, He complains mightily that that Bifhop 
had undertaken to write againtt Baronius at the fame time with 
himfetf. He threatens to complain of him to the King, who 
had ordered him to write againit that Cardinal. He told him, 
That he had been a long time upon that Subje&t ; and that he, 
being the firft, the Bifhop ovght not to interfere with him. 
This fhews Casfabon to have been a -felfifh peevilh Man, and 


might cccafion his being hated by the People. >

Hearts, for inclining your moft Serene Highnefs to grant 
the moit humble Requeft we lately made to you, not to give 
the Church of this Town called St. Fames’s to the Papifts; we 
come now to return our moft humble Thanks to your Highnefs, 
and at the fame timero pray the God of Mercies, that it may 

leafe him to reward you, by hearing our Prayers for thofe 
hings which moft of all concern you. 


We {hould indeed have rejoye’d much more if you had intire 
ly banifh’d the erroneous Wosthip of the Pzpifts trom this good 
Town, and have allow’d no other but the pure Word of 
God and his Gofpel, to be preach’d in it. Yet, as we cannot, 
but on the one hand fubmit with Patience to the Orders of your 
Highnefs ; we have, on the other hand, a firm Confidence in 
God, that he will not try us nor the other Proteftants of this 
City, beyond our Strength ; but will grant fuch an iffue to the 
Temptations he fends upon us as we may be able to bear them , 
and chat in the exercife and difcharge of our Office, he will 
give us Strength from Heaven, to combat and oppofe wich 
Courage and Prudence, all Errours, and carefully to perform the 
othe: Duties of our Miniftry. 

‘But to this extraordinary Gtief of Heart, a greater is added,

Misfortune to the Soul of fo gteat a Princes but fos al 
oblie’d us to make Application to your Highneis, by this | or 
ter, with a profound Submiffion, as becomes Supplicants; and 
we are fo contidert of your Goodnefs and Clemency, i> well 
known to all the World, that your Mighnefs will not impue 
this Procedure of ours to a Spirit of Curtofity ; but will be 
pleafed to look upon it, and pardon it, asan effet of extream 
Neceflity, to eafe our Confciences according to the indit. 
penfable Obtigation of our Office. 


May it therefore pleafe your moft Serene Highnefs, as a wife 
Prince, to confider, That you are not only the eldeft of all Pro. 
te(tant Princes, but of all Chriftian Kings and Princes who now 
live in the World. 


Then by confequence, Sir, How will younger Princes look 
upon this Change of your Religion? °Tis eafie to con- 
ceive, That on this Occafion, your profound Knowledge, your 
long Experience, and what you have writ in Defence of the 
Proteftant Religion, and the good Reputation you have acquired 
in the World, will all be made ufe of againft you. 


Confider likewife, Sir, That you have one Foot in the 
Grave, and are upon the Borders of Eternity. To what Danger 
will your moft Serene Highnefs expofe your Soul, which ought 
to be fo dear to you; and what Noife will this Action ef 
yours make in the World, the report of it will pafs from Fa- 
ther to Sun to the lateft Pofterity, confidering the Difterence 
there is between the Proteftant and Popifh Church? What Care 
and Pains did not your moft Serene Anceftors take, Sir, o/2 
Erneft the Confeflor, Prince Fulias, and others, to feparate 
themfelves from the Communion of the Church of Rome: 
They knew very well, that ’twas not poflible, without bazar- 
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zarding their Salvation, to continue in 10 impure and corrupt 
q Church ; in which, fince the Council of Trent, every thing 
is grown worle: They have found the Secret of wrefting the 
Scriptures, and raifing the Doftrine of Men above the Corn. 
mandments of Fefus Chrift: They look upon the Merits of 
our Saviour’s Blood as infufficient of it felf to procure Salva- 
tion: All the Articles of the Chriftian Religion, not one ex- 
cepted, are intirely overturned and corrupted by them: Works, 
and the Means to attain Salvation, are by them taken in a 
Senfe oppofite to what God has ordain’d in time: And they 
have Sentiments about the State of Souls in the other World, 
contraty to what the faving Word of God has taught us. 


We affure your Highnef$, with profonnd Refpeé&t, That nei- 
ther Calixtus, nor any true Difciple of that Reiormer of our 
Charch, ever went.fo far as to fay, That People can be 
equally fav’d in both Churches ; but they all agrecd in this, 
That tho’ Idiots, who were not in a Capacity to enlarge their 
Knowledge, may be faved in the Communion of the Church 
of Rome, and pluck’d from Damnation as a Brand from the 
Fire, yet that can never be underltood of thofe who may 
and ought to be better infirufted. To which they have added, 
That *rwas always very dangerous to go from a pure Church 
to an impure one; And ’tis only in that Senfe that George 
Calixtus wrote to Philip Landgrave of Hefe Coffe/, and to 
feveral others. If it be fo much our Concern to keep our 
felves from falling into and adhering to the leait brrours ; 
What Care ought we to take not to fall into thofe whiah are 
fundamental, heap’d one upon another, linked together, and 
capable to inhinuate themfelves into our Hearts, and to cos- 
fupt tiem. 


But if all this does not yet fatisfie your moft Serene High- 
nefS, as we hope it may, when you fhal! come to make feri- 
ous Reflections upon it; be pleated to favour us fo mucii as to 
confider the fearfol Scandal it will give to all Proretianc 
Churches, and particularly to thofe of your Dominions, ana 0) 
this City, which have aiways vigoroufly opposd Changes 
in Religion. What will your Subjects think of you, Sir? An 
with what Difpofition of Heart, and Hopes of being heard, 
they prefent their Prayers to God, that tt may pleas him 
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his Grace to confirm your Royal Highnefs, and your moft Serene. 
Family, in the Truth of the Gofp.! received andown’dby ’ein all 
Times? Canthe offer fof the Kingdoms of the World, and 
of all their Glory, recompence you for the Lofs of a Soul of 
which you are to give an account to God, and which is int. 
nitely more precious than the Univerfe: 


Bat our Hearts are fo full of Grief and Sorrow, that we car. 
noi inlarge on this Subje&t now. It only remains for us, hum. 
bly to obtett your Highnefs, by the Mercy of God, and with 
the moft profound Refpeét, Odedience and Submiffion, which 
we owe unto you, not to abandon the word, Coxflanrer, you 
have taken for your Motto, and not to fubvert the Proteftant 
Religion ; but on the contrary, preferve it as the Apple of your 
ye, as you are oblig’d to do by the Ordinances and Laws re- 
newed in your Churclies. Weconjure you, with the fame pro- 
found Refpe&t, not to run with fo much Precipitation to your 
own kuin, bur {till atlow fome Time that we and all your faith- 
ful Proteftant Subjeéts, may pray to God earneftly for you. And 
if your moft Serene Highnefs will do us the favour to commu- 
nicate to us your Doubts about Religion, we hope with God’s 
Aflittance to remove them, fo as there fhall remain none, if 
you will be pleas’d to examine ’em without Prejudice.

Ig the Collections of ancient 
Couicils 
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Councils be generally efteem’d, why fhould not modern? Befides; 
we have hewe a great number of Matters of Fa& to illuftrare 
and compleat the Hiftory of the Church, the Refolution of 
many Cafes of Confcience, with feveral Queftions about Difti- 
pline; the Condemnation of fuch Herfies as {prung up, or were 
revived at the Time that thefe Councils were held, with an Ac- 
count of the Books that containthem. There’s alfo a Catalogue 
of feveral Books approv’d, or writ by Order of thefe Affem. 
blies. Ina word, the reading of fuch Collettions cannot but be 
very pleafant and profirable. 

The Title of the Publifher alarm’d feveral Perfons, who were 
afraid, That cither he would publifh fome Pieces that were nor 
writ to be publifh’d, or fome counterfeit Pieces which he did 
not know to be fo as Mr. Aymon tells us in his Preface in thefe 
Words. ‘ The Publick would never have had the Pleafure nor 
© Advantage of being inform’d of very important Things which 
© are difcovered in this Colle@tion, if he had liften’a to the Sen. 
¢ timents of fome too ftri€t Minifters, who would have had thele 
© Atts fupprefs'd, if it had been in their Power; imagining, that 
© there were certain Matters of Fa€t there, from which Incon- 
© veniencies might arife, and which would occafion feveral Con. 
‘ troverfies and Recriminations of great Confequence: Bur he 
pafs'd over thofe Objeftions, and goes on to fhew, that they 
ought not to hinder the Publication of thofe Ecclefirftical De- 
crees and Regulations, fince there never was a Council or Synod 
among Chriftians, in which there was not fomethisg bad, as 
well as what might tend to Ediication; upon which he enlarges 
and explains himfelf in his Preface. 

As to the Sources from whence thefe Acts of the Synods are 
taken, what he fays of ’em is asfollows. They were extracted, 
fays he, from Manufcripts fign’d in an authentick Form by the 
Moderators, Affiftants and Clerks of thofe Synodal Affemblies. 
The Original was depofited 18 Years ago in the Library of my 
Lord Baron of Ihernbaugh, Lieutenant of the Counties of Jii/- 
dicfex and Cambridge, and Earl of Bedford in England. Mr. 
Qaick, a Minifter in London, tranflated it into Englifh, which 
may ferve to fhew the true meaning of all the obfolere and am- 
biguous Words; but a MfS Copy in better French was fince 
found, containing the Collettion of the 26 firft Synods, revis’d 
and corre€ted in 1637 by the National Synod of A/excon. Three 
Yeass after, Mr. David /e Lew de Wilbem, — We 

| | ounci 
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Council of the Prince of Orvnge, and that of Brabant, having 
been made Superintendant of that Country by the States Gene- 
ral of che united Provinces, the Minifters of Charczion fent him 
this Copy, from which he caufed a very exa€t one to be writ by 
one of his Clerks. °Twas preferv’d by his Son Mr. Aluwrice Le 
Leu de Wilbem, who is now Prefident of the Soveraign Cozncil 
and of the Feudal Court of Bradunt at the Hague. Thar famous 
Lawyer, who is very Z.alous for the Protettant Religion, gave 
this Copy to Mz. Aymov, that he might publifh a very correct 
Edition of the 26 firit National Synods, to which are added the 
3 aft that are wanting ; fo that this Work is intirely compleat. 

There’s nothing, fays the Editor, but the Orthography of 
fome proper Names of Minifters and Proteftant Churches of 
France, which can occafion any Miftake in the Places where the 
other Manufc:ipt Copies do nor agree with this. I have found 
fome fuch, fiys he;. but they can be of no Prejudice to the 
Work: For Inftance, in the Catalogue of all the Paftors and 
Proteftant Churches drawn up in 1673. Valle-lufon for Val- 
clufon, Millefaut for Maillefaut , Chamler for Chamier , Greguts 
for Cregut;, Penichon for Pineton; Salmon Fauvure for Salomon 
Faure; Courtesan for Courieson. Page 704 of the fecond Vo- 
lume, Bowz/ai inftead of Boulles and Vesenobre inftead of Vix. 
fobres, a Place in Dauphine, &c. See Page 302 of the firit Vo- 
lume, where thefe two laft Words are writ right. 

After the general Preface, our Author has put 50 private Let- 
ters writ to Cardinal Borromeus, by Profper de Sainte Croix, 
Bifhop of Chifame, known fince by the Name of Cardinal de 

Sainte Croix, who was Pope Pizs IV’s. Nuncio to the Queen of 
France, Catherine de Medicis, in the Time of the League, trom 
1561 to 1565. they are in Italian and French, The Pubdlifhe 
fays, in his Preface, he extra€ted them from the Original Manu- 
{cripts of the Vatican Library: But in a Note, at the end of 
thefe Letters, he explains himfelf thus. They are, fays he, ac- 
cording to the Original in the Vatican Library, where the Copy, 
given of ’em here by Mr. Aymons, was collated. 

Thefe Letters contain the News of what was done in Iwxce, 
éfpecially concerning Rel'gion, from 1567 to 1565; with the 
Negotiations of the Author to abuliia the Proieliant Religion, 
and to exterminate the Protefiants in bruance,

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We have, for Inftance, in the fecond Letter, that ina Confe. 
rence the Nuucio had with the Cardinal de Chaftil/on, he aflares 
him, That the beit way to hinder the Progreis of the Rciorma. 
tion, was to banifh their Pizachers, fince by their pertuafive 
Difcourfes they procur’d many Followers every day. And as to 
what his Eminence {poke to him about reforming fome Abufes, 
and fuffering the French to fing in their own Language fome good 
Things for the Exercife of Piety; he anfwer’d, He had no Power 
to treat about thofe Matters; but he was fure the Council of 
Trent would grant every thing that they thought good and pro. 


fitable for the Salvation and Prefervation of the People of that 
Kingdom.

N thefe Le&tures Mr. Whiffon makes it his Bufinefs to 
render the principal Branches of Sir J/2ac Newton’s Philo- 
fophy as eafy as poflible to thofe, who have made any tole- 
rable Advances in the Rudiments ‘of-common Geometry, and 
the Conic Sections, and are in any Meafure acquainted with 
Avithmetick and Aftronomy ; without which Pre-requifites, it 
isindeed impoffible to underftand ’em at all, and to take the 
firft Step into thofe beautiful Fieldsof Contemplation, which 
that great Man has travell’din, to fuch wonderful and a- 
mazing Purpofe. And hecaufe there is no entring upon 
Sir Jfaac Newton’s Syftem, without being acquainted withthe 
Nature, Generation, Relation to each other, and primary 
Properties of the three Conic Sections ; therefore Mr. Whifton 
fpends his firft two LeCtures, and Part of the rbird, upon thefe 
Heads ; fhewing the Genefis of the Ellipfis, Parabolz and Hy- 
perbola; taying down feveral of their primary Properties, 
which are demonftrated by the Conic Writers; and compa- 
. ring ‘em each with other 5 and fhewing how they differ from 
and may be made to degenerate into each other: And to 
thefe he adds a fhort Account of the Cycloid, a Curve which 
is of confiderable Ufe in the Phyfico-Mathematical Philo- 

fophy. 
"ahs this, he proceeds, inthe latter Part of the rhird 
Le&ure, to fuch Definitions as are neceflary to be preinis’d, 
and throughly underftood, before we can be let into Sir J- 
faac Newton’s Syftem: Viz, Of Mutter, Time, Space, Place, 
Hhhh Motion - 
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Motion, the Menfuration of the Quantity of Matter, Moti: 
on, &c. the Vis Inertia in Matter , the Ceneripetal Forces, cc 
thefe take up the latter Part of the third, and the whole fours) 
Lecture: In the Conclufion of the latter of which, -he gives 
his Reader to underftand, that he ufes the Words Artraition, 
Impulfe, or Propenfity of a Body to the Centre of its Gravity, 
promifcuoufly ; confidering thefe Powers in Bodies, not Phy. 
fically but Mathematically : Upon which Account he cautions 
him to beware, how he fo far miftake him, as to imagine 
that he affigns any Phyfical Caufe of Action, or afcribes to 
Genters (which are Mathematical Points) any true Phyfical 
Powers, when he fays, That Centres attract, or {peaks in ge. 
neral of Central Powers. 

The Definitions are fucceeded in the fifth Le&vre by the 
Laws of Motion: The firft of which is; That every Body 
perfeveres in its State of Reft, or uniform Motion in a right 
Line, unlefs it is compell’d to change its State by an Extra- 
neous Force acting upon it. _ The Second, That all Motion is 
of, ic feif Retilinear, The Tdird, That all Bodies, which 
move about a Centre, endeavour to recede from the Centre 
of their Motion; and the fwifter their Motion, the greater 
is their Centrifugal Force... The fourth, That the Change of 
Motion is always proportionalto the motive Force imprefs'‘d, 
and the Direétion of it is-according to.that Line in which the 
Impreffion is made.. The fifth, That Aton is.always equal, 
and contrary to Re-aétion: Or, the Aétions of two Bodies 
upon each other, whether by Impulfe or Attraction, are al- 
ways equal, and have contrary'DireGions, The (ixth, That 
if two equal Bodies, abfolutély folid, or void of Elatticity, 
be One in Motion, and the other at.Reft, and the former 
ftrike upon the latter, after their Concourfe, they will both 
move in the Line of Dire&ion of the Body firft in Motion, 
with each of ’em half the Velocity with which it mov’d be- 
fore the Concourfe. The feventé, That if two equal Bo- 
dies, void of Elafticity, meet each other with the fame Ve- 
locity, after their Concourfe they will be at Reft. The 
eighth, That if two unequal Bodies, void of Elalticity, mftet 
in fuch Velocities, that as much as one is greater than.the 
other, fo much the Velocity of the latter exceeds that of the 
former; or that their Velocities fhall be in a reciprocal Ra- 
vio of their Magnitudes, after their Concourfe, they will - 
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beat Reft. Thefe, anda great many more, to the number 
of Twenty One, our Author propofes and explains, and de- 
monftrates when thereis Occafion: But I cannot tranfcribe 
the Laws themfelves, much lefs their Explications and De- 
monftrations into this Place. 1 fhall only obferve, that-after 
he has deliver’d the Laws relating to Bodies void of Elafti- 
city, he gives us thofe which relate to Bodies perfectly 


Elaftick. 


Mr. Whiffon begins his fixth LeGture with his 228 Law of 
Motion: Viz, That every Body defcribes the Diagonal of a 
Parallelogram, impell’d by two conjoynt Forces, inthe fame 
Time, as it wou’d defcribe either of the two Sides, by its 
refpective Force ating upon it. The 23d is this; That alt 
Forces and Motions may be refolv’d into innumerable Forces 
and Motions; and, ¢ contra, innumerable direc Forces and 
rectilenear Motions may be compounded of any aflignable 
oblique Forces or Motions, The 24th this ; That the Quan. 
tity of Motions, refulting from the Sum of thofe made to 

“the fame Part, and the Difference of thofe made to the con- 
trary Parts, is not chang’d by the Adion of Bodys, one 
upon another. Afterthis, he proceeds to the Laws relating 
tothe Centres of Gravity and Ofcillation: And concludes 
his whole Account of the Laws of Motion, with this Corollary. 
From thefe Laws of Motion, fufficiently illuftrated and de- 
monftrated, Des Cartes’s Errors upon this Subjeé are fuffici- 
ently manifeft ; whofe Laws of Motion are fo far from agree- 
ing univerfally with the Truth, that they generally are re- 
-pugnant to, orcome very wide of the true Laws of Nature: 
“Which being confider’d, tis no Wonder that he has been 
guilty of fo many grofs Miftakes, ‘in accounting for the other 
Phenomena of Nature. 

‘After he has deliver’d and explain’d the Laws of Motion, 
Mr, Whiffen proceeds to thofe admirable Propofitions, from 
whence the leading Phenomena, in the vifible World, are 
deduc’d ; and by which they are accounted for: Beginning 
wath this ; That the Ulrimate Ratio of the Tangent, and Sub- 
tenfe or Chord of an evanefcent Arch of any Curve to the 
Arch it felf, is a Ratio of Equality ; or the tangent Arch and 
Chord, (and the fame Holds of the Sine) in their State of E- 

vanefcency fall into the fame Line: And proceeding to the 


Propofitions, relating to the Lawsof Defceat, either in per- 
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' Ecliptic at the Solftices, and its Increafe at the Equinoxes, 
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pendicular Lines, or upon inclin’d Planes; or in the Arch of 
a Cycloid, to thofe relating to the Laws of Proje@ils, cc. 
till he comes to this famous Propofition, which is his ebirteenth 
Viz, If two Bodies move. in unequal Circles, with unequal 
Velocities, in the fubduplicate reciprocal Ratio of their Rz. 
aii, fo that the greater the Radins, Diameter, or Circumfe- 
rence, the lefs the Velocity, and the lefs the Radius, &. 
the greater the Velocity in the fubduplicate reciprocal Rg. 
tio Of the Radu; their centripetal Forces are as the Squares 
of their Redii reciprocally ; Which is the Foundation of that 
noble Phenomenon which takes Plaee univerfally in our Pla- 
netary Syftem : Viz. That the Squares of their periodical Times 
are, to each other, asthe Cubes of their mean Diftances. This 
noble Truth was firft difcover’d by the fagacious Rep/er, at- 
ter infinite Pains'and Labour, onthe 1gth of May, 16:8. 
as himfelf tells us, in the {frm Book of his Harmonice Mand:, 
p..189. ad finem, — 

After this, our Author demonftrates that famous Propo 
fition, from whence ’tis deduc’d, that the Planets move over 
equal Areas, in equal Times, by Lines drawn from their 
Centres to the Centre of the Sun; which Kepler alfo found 
out, after infinite Labour: And then proceeds to a great 
many beautiful and ufeful Theorems relating to the Motions 
and other Phenomena of the.primary and fecondary Celetti- 
al-Bodies, to the Difturbances which they give to each o- 
ther in their Motions, &c. which I cannot tranfcribe into 
this Place. In the 5th Corcllary to his 42d Propofition, our 
Author anfwers feveral Cavils alledg’d by Dr. Gregory, in his 
Aftronomy, (p. 275.) againft Mr, Flamfteed’s Method of obferv- 
ing the Parallax made bythe Circum-polar fixed Stars with the 
Diameter of the Earth's Annual Orbit: Mr. Flam/eed's Me- 
thod is to be feen in his Letter to Dr. ellis upon this Subject; 
in Dr. Gregory himfelf; and in Mr. Whiffon’s Apronimical Le- 
Gures, p. 33, Oc. What Dr. Gregory alledges agaiuit it, 1s 
compriz’d in the following Paragraph. 

This Method of obferving the Parallax of the fixed 
“Stars, fuppofes the Earth’s Axis always ftricily parallelato 
‘ic felf, when it is in thofe oppofite Points of its Orbit, 
‘in which the Obfervations are made: And tho’ that imaii 
*Nutation of the Earth’s Axis, which arifes from the Dimt- 
‘ nution of the Inclination of the Planes of the Lguarer and 
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¢is no Obftruation to this Method of obferving the Parallax’ 
tof che fix’d Stars, as Mr. Flam/fteed himfelftakes Noticein - 
this Letter to Dr. Walls, Dee. .0- 1698. Printed in the 
¢ed Volume of Dr. Walle’s Works ; yet another, and more 
¢ confiderable Nutation, arifing from other Principles, may 
* occafion all the apparent different Diftances of the Pole- 
‘Star from the-Pole of the World, at different Seafons of 
‘the Year, without having Recourfe to any Parallax made 
by it,. with the Semidiameter of the Earth’s annual Orbit : 
‘iz. the Southern Hemifphere of the Earth may be fome- 
‘thing more denfe than the Northern (or the former may 
‘have lefs Summer than the latter, and confequently more 
‘Cold ;, or the Polar Continents may be unequal; or there 
‘may be fome other Occafion of this Inequality unknown to 
‘us) and whereas in the Winter Solftice, the Southern Poié 
‘ofthe World points to the Sun, and is nearer toit than the 
‘Northern, and vice u.rsa in the Summer Solftice: Upon 
‘this Suppotition, the Earths Axés mult be more inclin’d to 
‘the Plane of the Eckpeie in-Winter than in Summers and 
‘the Arch of the Diftance of the Pole-Star from the Pole of 
“the World, will be lefs in the Winter than in the Summer 
‘Solftice, tho we fuppofe that Star at an infinite Diftance, 
‘and that Rays drawn from thence, to each End of an af- 
* fign'd Diameter of the Orbis maguus, are phyfically parallel 
‘ betwixt themfelves, Gc.” Nay, Dr. Gregory adds, * That 
* this Obfervation does not as much as direcily eftablifh the 
‘Earths Annual Motion: For,. tho’ we conceive the Earth 
*'fix’d io the Centre of our Syftem (turning upon its own 
© Axis, as in the Semi-Tychonic Hypothefis, and thereby ma- 
‘king the diurnal Appearances;) Yet, the Sun in the Sou- 
‘thern Signs, may {0 attract the Southern Hemifphere of the 
“Globe then nearer it, and in it felf perhaps denfer than the 
*Northern, as to m:ke the North Pole-Star appear nearer 
“the Polein Winter ¢..2n in Summer: Whereas, when the 
“Sun is in the Northern -igns, it is not only farther off fronz 
‘the Centre of the Earth, its Ap’ clin Volt being ’twixtthe 
7 ears 8th of Cancer, and thereupon sit lefs attra& the 
* Northern Hemifphere, but the North: Hemifphere may 
‘be lefs denfe, and, upon that Acconn:, admit of lefs Ar- 
’ traétion ftill? Fo thefe Subterfuges of Dr. cr gory, by 
which he wowd invalidate one of the beautifulle# Difcoveri¢s 
in Modern Affronomy, Mr. Whiftce anfwers in the flowing 
Manner, Fir Sf. 
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' First, As tothe Caufes of this Nutation of the Earths 
‘Axis, which the Dr. contends for, -wiz. The fhorter Sum. 
mers and greater Colds, appertaining to the Southern He. 
inifphere (which refult from the Eccentricity of the Eayths 
Orbit, the Pofition of its Aphelion and Perihelion. &c.) 
‘or the Inequality in the Polar Continents; our Author ob- 
ferves, that the Dr. in deducing from thefe Caufes fuch-a:fy. 
perior Denfity in.the Southern, above the Northern Hen). 
{phere,-as will be fufficient to anfwer the Purpofes he brings 
itfor, is as juftin his Mechanics, as if he fhou’d attempt to 
move a Mountain witha fmall Leaver. Mr. Whifton wonders 
that he fhou’d fo far break thro’ all the Rules of Geometry in 
this Cafe, as not to make fome previous Eftimate of the 
Forceand Quantity of the Powers of fuch Caufes, and of the 
' Proportion they bear to the Effeéts he wants to have pro- 
duc’d. However, he commends him, when, to the Caufes al- 
ready aflign’d, he adds, that there may be others; which may 
take Place in the producing of this Phenomenon unknown to 
us; hecaufe fich like Caufes are by no means fubje& to a rigid 
Calculus, Befides, that there can be no Caufe affign’d for the 
fo different Denfity of the two Hemifpheres of our Earth, 
which is not inconfiftent with the mechanical Formation of 
the Planets, and the prefent leading Phenomena of Nature. 

Secondly, He anfwers, that admitting that one of the He- 
mifpheres of our Earth were higher, or more denfe, than 
the other, the Dr’s Nutation of the Earth’s Axis woud not 
thence follow: It wou’d indeed ofcillate; but fo, that the 

ngle of Inclination wou'd, twicea Year, return to its grea- 
—teft and leaft Quantity; fo that, it wou’d be the famein both 
 Solftices, which is abfolutely deftructive of Dr. Gregory’s 
-Hypothefis, 

Thirdly, He obferves, that from this unequal Height of 
the two Hemifpheres of the Earth, or their unequal Denfity, 
admitting that they furpafs the Alticude or Denfity of the 
‘Equatorial Parts, it muft neceflarily follow, that the Equi- 
noxes Wou'd move according to the Serves of the Signs, inftead 
of their anticipating as they donow: Whereas, if thisane- 
qual Height or Denfity, is fuppos’d to be fuch, as to preferve 
the Height or Denfity of the Equatorial Parts of the Earth, . 

.in fuch aState, as to be the mean proportional betwixt the 


«one and the other Hemifphere in Height or Denfity ; aie 
Wi 








gill this do.any. Serviee to Dr. Gregory's Hypothefis; for as 
the Want of Forces in one Hemifphere, is made up by the 
Redundancy of them in another ; the Sum of the Forces 
which are to have any Effec&t upon the Axis, will conti- 
" queequal, and confequently:are no Bafis for the. Dr. to 
build his. Nutation upon. 

In his fourth Anfwer,. Mr..Whifton fhews, that admicting 
fycha Nutation as Dr Gregory contends for, it muft not be 
greateft and leaf where he wants it ; but equal in the Solfti- 
ces, and confequently of no Force to invalidate the Method 
ofinveftigating the Parallax of the fixed Stars. 

And in his Fifth, and Laft Anfwer, he obferves, That if 
we-fhouw’d grant Dr. Gregory fuch a Nutation of the Earth’s 
Axis as he.defires; and that it happens in fuch Times, and 
at fuch Places. in the Orbis magnus, as will only ferve his 
Purpofe.; yet.the Inclination thence refulting wowd be much 
lefs than what wou’d any way affect Mr. Flamfteed’s Obferva- 
tions. Mr. Whifton has falready, upon Calculation, made it ap- 
_ pear, that the Ofcillation of the Earth’s. Axis, refilting from 

its Equatorial, Semidiameter, being nearly 17 Miles longer 

than that which pafles from the Earth’s Centre toeither of its 
Poles, comes but-to part of one Second of a Degree, wiiich 
bears but an infenfible Proportion to what Dr. Gregory 
wants, %c. Mr. Whiffon concludes his Anfwers to thefe No- 
tioas of Dr. Gregory, with this Remark, That this Subter- 
fuge, by. which he woun’d evade the Parallax of the fixed 
‘Stars, and (what muft thence of neceffity be inferr’d) the 
Earth’s Annual Motion, is a very. great Miftake, and no 
{mall Prejudice to his whole Performance. To thefe, his 
Anfwers to Dr. Gregory, Mr. Whiffon fubjoins a Scholium, in 
which he thinks fic to note, That Mr. Flam/fteed himfelf deduces 
the Parallaxes of the fixed Stars fometimes from fuch Phzno- 


mena as do not atall prove em ; which he feems to take upon: 


Truft from the French Aftronomers, whoaflere the fame : But 
as he has not thought fit to fhew us in what Inftances, we 
have only bare. Words to depend upon: And ic is not im- 
pofible, but that in fome Matters of Nice Afronemical Spe- 
culations, even Mr. Whiffon may be miftaken. 

After he has deliver’d and demonftrated the true Princi- 
ples of the Mathematical Philofophy ; -and illuftrated the 


" Ufe. of ’em all. along, with feveral Phyfical, Aftvonomical, 
Optical 
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Optical, and Mechanical Corollaries: Our Author comes in 
bis 32d Lecture, to apply what he has been demontftrating | 
and deducing, to the great Syftem of the World. And hj; 
firft Propofition upon this Head, which is the 7oth in Orde; 
is this, That the Six p-smary Planets, with their Satelliees (when 
they have any) revolve.about the Body of the Sun. In proof 
of which, he alledges, That ’cfs demdnftrabte that Pen, 
and Adercury does this from their Phafes, which Telefcopic 
Obfervations affure us, exaGly anfwer thofeof the Moon, ac- 
cording to their refpective Pofitions: For fometimes they 
appear full, andthe apparent Diameters are then the leaft 
becaufe, being beyond the Sua, they are the fartheft then 
“from us; fometimes, (viz. in their oppofite Conjunéions) 
their Light.is obfcure, and their Diameters are then the . 
largeft, becaufe they are thea neareft us, and anfwer to the 
New Moon, as in the former Cafe to the Fat/: Sometimes 
‘they appear gibbous or concave, as when they are about 
.4 5 Degrees from the sun; fometimes cut in two, and half 
illuminated, as in their Qnadratures ; in both thefe Cafes, al. 
fo anfwering the Phafes of the Moon ‘in like Circumftances, 
Sometimes they are feen to pafs like Spots over the Body of 
the Sun, and fometimes they pafs beyond him; from which 
“Phenomena, it is evident, that thefe two Planets move round 
the sun, And tho’ Mercury is but feldom feen, viz. in his 
~greateft Elongations, or in his Traxfits over the Body of the 
Sun; yet as his Phafes, when he is feen, anfwer exactly the 
Lunar Phafes in like Pofitions; and as Venms his Fellow- 
traveller, is capable of being feen in all her Phasfes, and in 
all, anfwers the Phafes of the Moon: We may fafely con- 
clude of the reft of the Phafes of Mercury, from thofe which 
can be feen ; and therein, that he as well as Venus, revolves 
about the Body of the Sun. 

As to Mars, his Phafes alfo demonftrate the fame thing 
of him; he appearing Fal/ near his Conjunction, and gibbous 
in his Quadratures: And as Jupiter and Saturn appear alwa¥s 
full, this is afcribed to their vaft Diftance from the Sux and 

the Earth: For tho’ in their Quadratures they ought not 
ftriGly to appear as full as in other Pofitions, yet the Di- 
-minution of their Light upon thefe Occafions is fo {mall as 
-to ‘be to the niceft Obfervations infenfible, And that the 
Earth moves .about the Sus, befides other ok eee a 
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Parallax, which fome fixed Star make with the Diameter of 
the Orbis magnus is a Demonftration. 

From.hence Mr. Whiffon concludes, that the Copernizan ov 
Pythagorean is the only true Syftem of the World ; and hence 
he takes Occafion to wonder, that Dr. Gregory has {pent fo 
much Time and Pains in the Explication of the Pt@gmaic and 
Tychonian, and fuch like falfe Syftems ; which are mere Chi 
meras, and utterly diflonant from the true Order of Na- 
ture: It being but loft Time to ftudy fuch Schemes as we 
know to be falfe ; however, they may furnifha plaufible Ac 
count of the Celeftial Phenomena ; and ina great many !n- 
{tances demonftrate the Skill and Sagacity of thofe who 
contrivd ’em. Truth it felf is only properly worth the 
fearching ; and a Man may have his Head full of the Errors 
of others, without being in any Refpedct one Jot the bette: 
forthem. 

After this Mr. Woiffon proceeds to determine the mean 
Diftances of the P/aners from the Sas, both from Obferva- 


tion, and from Sir J/aac Newton’s Principles ; the Weight of 


Bodies upon each of ’em; their Denfities, Figures, cc. 
He gives a large Account of the Flux and Reflux of the Sea, 
both in general; and of its Variation from the general 
Rule in particular Places, And concludes his own Part of 
the Work before us with the three following, Propofitions. 
Firft, That the Comets are above the Afoon, and move in 
the Planetary Regions. Secondly, That they move in Seéti- 
ons of a Cone, having the Centre of the Suz for their com- 
mon Focus; and that by Rays, drawn from their Centres to 
that of the Sum, they defcribe equal Areas in equal Times ; 
and Proportional in Proportional, And, Thirdly, that their 
Bodies are folid, compact; fix’d, and durable, like the Bo- 
dies of the Planets; encompafs’d with vaft Atmofpheres; and 
have Tails longer or fhorter, accordingly as they lately, or 
ata longer Diftance of Time, pafsd by the Body of the 
Sun, Thefe three Propofitions contain the Subftance of 
Sir Ifaac Newton’s Theory of the Comers; which our Author 
gives us at large in Sir I/aac’s own Words: And afterwards 
he proceeds to explain Mr. Halley’s Synopfis of the Ajtronomy 
of Comets: But upon thefe Matters 1 have not Room to be 


particular in this Place. "

N Infidel inthe Church, our Author obferves, may 
| very aptly be compar’d to a Afonkey in @ Gla/seShor : 
The Beaft hath much of the Shape and Features of a Man, 
and gives very obfervable Tokens of Senfe aud Reafon: He 
has a Scene before him, as fine, fplendid, and glorious, as 
the Frailty of our earthly State can eafily fet forth ; there, it 
he will, he may fee himfelf, and wherein he differs from o- 
thers, fairly reprefented: And if he would be contented io 
fit ftiil, and grin to himfelf, or ftare about him, or imitate 
the decent Poftures of thofe who confider where they are, 
and. know how to behave themfelves, his Company may do 
no great Harm. But if the Adomkey once begins to play his 
Tricks, to become troublefome to others, to meddle and 
{port with Curiofities, above the Senfe and Capacity of his 
Nature ; he may make a horrible Ratiie and Difturbance, 
do a great deal of Milchief both.toshimfelf and others; and 
fhou’d accordingly be manag’d and taken Care of. 

Thefe Afonkeys is Glafs-fhops, becaufe they will not be 
quiet, and ac within their own Sphere, are what Mr. Hame 
makes it his BufinefS in this Treatife to manage. and take. 
Care of; premifing, in the Preface, a large Specimen ot 
their Monkey. Tricks; in their being fiery for Lukemarmne/:, 
violent for Indifferency, mad for Atoderation; efpecially in 
their great Cry of Prieftcraft againft the Clergy ; as if ours 
in partici¥ar were cunning, intreaguing, and crafty, above 
all People upon Earth; in their charging them with Cove- 
toufnefs, Difregard to Oaths, vicious Lives, flying high, or 
grovelling on the Ground, and the like:. Which Tricks, 
after he has in fome Meafure, broke them off in the Preface, 
and. {aid what is. fafficient to clear the Way and the yi 
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der from the Dirt, which is too comnjon, too liberally be- 
ftow’d, and too apt to ftick; he invites us to enter the 
Houfe it felf, in the Name, and in the Fear of God, and 
to take in good Part, the beft Entertainment which it 
affords. 

In the Houfe-Porch, or Introduétion to this Book, our 
Author rightly obferves, That the Rights of God’s Church 
on Earth ought ever to be valuable in our Sight: Whether 
we confider their Refpe&t to Right in general, the Confer- 
vation of which is fo requifite to publick Peace and Order ; 
or have our Zeal peculiarly incited, by viewing their Rela- 
tion unto God, whofe Gifts they are, or to his Church, 
which is the moft valuable Society. And if Injuries done to 
private Perfons by Encroachments, Violence, or Ufurpa. 
tions, juftifie our interpofing for their Defence ; much more 
when a whole Community is injur’d and affaulted; nay, 
when the Rights of a Community, in it felf moft excellent, 
toour Welfare moft ufeful,and to God moft near, are under 
min’d and prey’d upon, we have a juft Provocation to fo 
gooda Work. Agreement indeed, is a very defirable Blef- 
fing, and Humility and Patience, fit Tempers to fupport it. 
Prudence will never foment Contention about Trifles: And 
tho” Mr. Hume has a Right to put every Hair of his Head in 
what Form he pleafes, yet a wife Man wou’d not care to en- 
gage in Quarrels about the Diverfities of Compofure to the 
hazarding of the Head it felf: But Patience has its Bounds 
as well as other Chriftian Virtues, and does not require Men 
fhould everlaftingly fet ftill, to be pick’d and pillag’d by the 
Infolence of Inigquitous Extreams. 

In the common Clamours and Pleas for Right, our Author 
tells us, That Three things occur to a good Man’s Equity 
and Care: Krft, Tounderftand the Controverfie, the Mat- 
ters debated, and the Demands of Right: Secondly, To con- 
Sider the Grounds and Authority for fuch Demands: And, 
Thirdly, To do Right, either in publick or private Judg- 
ment, upon juft Examination, to the injur’d Side. A due 
Regard to thefe Particulars, appears in the Sequel of this 
Difcourfe, after our Author has premis’d a Definition of the 
Chriftian Church; That what belongs thereto, may be nore 
Clearly feen, and more intelligibly debated, #/z. That it Is 


a Society or Congregation of Men, cald forth and — 
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ted for the owning and ferving of God, according to the 
Directions of Fe fus Chris, 

Mr. Hume does not here difcufs the Relation of the Hea. 
venly Beings to Chrift, the Head of the Heavenly and Blef- 
fed Society; fince their Rights are in no Danger, their Per. 
fons are fecure, and their Properties no more to be invaded: 
Upon which Account, our Zeal for their Privileges is now 
fuperfiuous. Since whatfoever Mens Arguings, Wifhes, or il] 
Will may be, their Malignity can never fly fohigh: With. 
in the Sphere of Malevolence, our Cares are to be bounded, 
and we need not trouble our felves or inferior Drudges a- 
gainft them, with things above us, with things much out of 
our Reach, but out of theirs more. 

Neither do any Infinuations about Herefie, Schifm, or 
Scandal, limit our Author’s comprebenfive Notions of the 
Church: He takes it in what he calls a decent Latitude; 
excluding none who profefs the Name and Love of Fe/w 
Christ in Sincerity from fome comfortable Relation to it. 
Nay, he will not let any Difputes about the Capacity or Li- 
mits of the Church retard his Progrefs: For tho’, in the 
Heathenifh Senfe of the Word, 'Exxans’e may fignifie a par- 
ticular Convention; yet, when taken in a Chriftian Senfe, 
we know it denotes the Body of Chrift, col 1.24. And 
that as every particufar Congregation, or Member is united 
to Chrift the Head, fo they make up not many Bodies, but 
one, and ought to have a virtual Coherence each ‘vith o- 
thers. Thefe Things being premis’d, our Author leads us 
into the Houfr, or Beok it felf. 

This Book is divided into Seven Chapters: In the frJ¢ of 
which, our Author {peaks of Society, aud that either Civil 
or Religious ; and enquires how far God interposd in form- 
ing the fame before the Law: In the /fecond, he treats of 
Religious Society and Government, as adtually appointed 
and fettled by the Interpofal of God, by and under the Law: 
{n the third, he treats of Religious Society and Govern- 
ment, as actually fettled and appointed by the Interpofal of 
God, by and under the Gofpel. The Government and 
Governors of the Chriftian Church, and how far we have 
Acthoritative Rules to proceed by, in perpetuating the fame 
by and under the Gofpel, are the Subject of his fourth Chap- 
ter. The ffth is concerning the obligatory Force of the A-

pottolical Form, and how far the Settlement of the Churches 
jn that Age is a Rule tous: The fxrh, anfwers what Ob- 
‘eftions are made againft that Form. And in the feventh, and 


hat, our Author makes it his Bufinefs to anfwer this one 


grand fchifmatical Potition, That there is not any one Sett, 
or Order, or Chriftian Minifters, by whofe Succeflion, or 
delivering one to another, Spiritual Authority is deriv’d, 
thro’ all following Ages, from fe/us Christ ; but that Spi- 
ritual Authority flows from the fole Choice and Nomina- 
tion of the People, It can’t be expected that I fhou’d pre- 
fent the Reader with the Subftance of what our Author of- 
fers upon all thefe Heads: I can only be particular upon 
fome few Paflages, and leave them for a Specimen of the whole 
Performance. 

In the Third Section of his Firf# Chapter, our Author 
treats concerning Government Religious, and its Original ; 
and Firff, what may be expected from -mere natural Princi- 
ples: And here he obferves, that Religion, without critici- 
fing upon the Word, implies a Relation and Obligation un- 
toGod; and a Religious Society is a Company of Men, 
leaving things prophane, united, faftned, and ty’d unto, and 
exercisd in God’s Service. Now the Intendments of Society 
can never be anfwer'd without publick Rule and Order: And 
a Community made up of Religious Members, wherein there 
are no compacted Rules of Divine Service, wherein every 
one is left to ferve God as he lifts, without any Confulta- 
tions, Dire&tions, or Provifions about it, can never be 
call’d a Religious Community: So that when we fpeak of 
a Religious Society, we mean a Company of People join- 
ing together, with publick Rules and Provifions for ferving 
of God, and for the Adminiftration of Sacred Offices: And 
to this, our Author tells us, Men may be drawn by natural 

. Principles, without any Divine Interpofal. 

For, fays he, we fee fufficiently in this dark Corner of the 
Univerfe, to perfwade us of fome Habitations and Beings 
that are not feen ; and we cannot imagine our Earthly State 
is fo neglected by Univerfal Nature, or that we are fo 
fenc’'d in and divided from all the reft, that no other Be- 
ings can have any Communications with us; as if the World 
confifted of fo many Millions of independent States, and 


petits Habitations, which have no Knowledge of, or any Ine 
tercourfe

tercourfe, or Concernment each with other. °Tis plain ig. 
deed, that by our own natural Capacities and Power, we 
can maintain no Converfation with Beings in feparate Man- 
fions, and therefore, the Communication and Converfation 
-maintain’d with us, muft be be by Beings of an higher and 
more excellent Kind; which how high, or how excellent 
fo ever they are,tho? Human Reafon cannot reach, yet it can ¢ 
help entertaining fome Hopes of Good, or fome Fears of 
vf from them. From whence arifes, not only an Acknow- 
ledgment of, but a Veneration and Regard to Superior 
Powers ; and fuch Regards to the Divine Nature, may form 
Men into a Religious Society, and engage them, to the 

eft of their Skill, to invent fuch Ways and Rites for 
pleafing the Deity, as they think will be accepted. And 
fuch as the Reafon of Man is, fuch may we expeé hall 
the Religious Societies be which are form’d by it, ’Tis 
true, this religious Society will be more or lefs perfed, 


- accordingly as it is form’d upon natural Principles, in a dark 


or more illuminated Corner of the World: But, be its Con- 
ftitution never fo unexceptionable, it cou’d never lay Claim 
toa divine Authority: It, being the Work of Man, wou’d fa- 
vour of Man, and cou’d challenge no higher Authority than 
Man cou’d give. Nay, if God Almighty fhou’d employ, or 
infpire any holy Perfons to call Men from Barbarity, and 
gather ‘em into a Community for the Pra@tife of Religion, 

leaving the Choice of Adminiftrations and Offices to humane 

Prudence,their Adminiftrators and Officers coud never have 

pretended to a Divine Right: Humane Prudence wou’d have 

been left to a great Scope and Liberty; and it woud not 

have been expected from it, that it fhou’d have pitch’d upon 
every Circumftance with an Exaétnefs and Nicety only to 
be expected from the Divine ; and whatfoever Officers they 
had chofen, whatfoever Names they had dignify’d their Ad- 
miniftrators with, they cou’d only have been humane Crea- 

tures, and the Community might have made them either with 

a Subordination or Parity, either for Life or Years, either 

with fettl’d Maintenance, cr precarious and of good Will, 

either for a prefent Turn, or with an indelible Character, &. 

After this our Author proceeds to confider Government Re- 
digious, as having its Rife and Settlement from the Interpo- 
fal of God ; but [can’t fo much as hint at what he offers 
Upon 
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upon that Head: But fhall leave the Readerfrom what Ihave 
here tranfcrib’d, to form an /dez of this firs# Chapter. 

In the laft Section of his third Chapter, which is concer- 
ning Externals ; or, the outward Government of the Church 
agprinted by the Gofpel, our Author has the following 
Words. 

The outfide of Religion is Chrift’s fmaller Care ; fince the 

‘ Neceflity.and Ufefulnefs of the fame may vanifh, at leaft fo 
far, as our prefent Formalities are enforc’d: In Heaven, 
eood Order and Government are maintain’d; and the Moti- 
ons of Beings, Angelical and Spiritual, in Subordinations 
Regular, fuggeft to our Thoughts fomething extrinfic to 
their Nature: Whofe Miniftrations are perpetuated in the 
fame Tenour, not by Chance, but Rule, having its Rife 
either from within or without themfelves, where God is al! 
in all, nothing can be a Rule to ic felf, but all muft be ru- 
led, by Influences or Orders from God receiv’d: The Pro- 
cedure by which, tho’ not vifible to mortal Eye, yet being 
difcernible by Creatures of like State and Quality, conftitutes 
no fmall- Part of Heaven’s exterior Felicity and Glory. And 
the more we have here on Earth of the Divine interpofing - 
to. influence and order even the Externals of Religion, the. 
nearer fhall we approach to the Type and Pattern of Hea- 
venly Things, and the more perfect we fhall. be, and the 
more we fhall have of God: While being: left to the fortu- 
itious Randoms of Humane Wil], (which fome call Liberty ) 
is next to Defertion. | 

-Thofe, continues our Author, who have been moft fhy of. 
external Forms, who have impugn’d them with great Heat. 
and Violence, according to the Meafure of Knowledge to ’em 
communicated, yet having at the Bottom, a Zeal for God, 

-have ever been moft free in their Declaration againft the. 
Inventions of Man’s Fancy, aad the Impofitions of Man’s Au- 
thority in Divine Service; Mllowing nothing to be therein 
perform’d for which they had not (at leaft as. they thoaght). 
either a Scripture Warrant, Or a Spiritual impulfe; and no- 
thing from the Creation, whether by. way of facrificing or o- 
therwife, pleafing unto God, as an Act of Willeworfhip or vo- 
luatary Oblation, unlefs done by pofitive infticution, and pie- 
fcrib’d, And they are in the righr, fo tar as they urge, Vhat 
God knows beit by what Ways. and Aseans his Favour fhail 
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be obtain’d; that his Love to Mankind never ran fo jow 
as wholly to difregard them; and that the Externals of Re. 
ligion are not fo mean and contemptible as wholly to be ey. 
cluded the Divine Care, fo that Men might fafhion them as 
they liked beft, and draw forth for Divine Ufes a new 
Scheme of Externals, according as the Moon or their oy, ¢ 
Humours chang’d. 
In vain had they talked againft Impofitions, had they al- 
low’d to Humane Reafon and Authority fo great a Scope, of 
which more hereafter: But from hence we may judge, that 
thofe who maintain fuch Notions that the Chriftian Hierar. 
chy and Rituals muft be exactly form’d according to the 
Prefcript of God’s Word, muft believe that God by chrift 
Jefus hath interpos’d very nicely, and particularly iy that 
Matter ; and never thought of the Engin newly invented to 
batter them all down, by pleading tlie precarious State, and 
abfolute Indifferency of them all, But what ever different Opi- 
nions may influence the divided Parties of Chriftendom 
fince Heavenly Perfetion can’t well be conceiv’d without 
External Forms, fince the Forms therein obferv’d muft owe 
their Original to the Divine Ordination and Influence, fince 
‘our Bodily State on Earth may require as much External 
Rites, or much more than the more Spiritual Conftitution 
or State of Heaven ; and fince this Earth # a kind of a mean 
Proportional between Heaven and Hell, and partakes ina greater 
Meafure than hath yet been fet forth of the Qualifications 
and Properties of both Extremes; and fince in the Hellifh 
“State they have no Rules of a@ting or moving from God, 
and in the Heavenly State they have them in perfeGtion, we 
can’t think more reafonably of our Chriftian State on Earth, 
than that we are neither in the Hellifh Dereliction, nor in 
the Heavenly Perfectnefs; but rather that we have from 
God, in fome competent Meafure fuitable to our prefent 
Condition, fuch Rules for Divide Service and Government, 
-as may limit our Motions, guide our Wills, and teftifie God’s 
Prefence with us, and his Regards to our Welfare ; and in 
all other Matters are left to be guided by the beft of Human 
Wifdom and Authority. Our Author has more upon thi: 
ead, but I cannot tranfcribe it hither: And to give only 
the Subftance of it, wou’d be to diveft it in a great 


Meafure of its native Luftre, and Beauty. I fhall on- 
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ly obferve, by the by, that im the Sequel of this peculiar 
Vein of Reafoning, he is fo kind as to complement the //- 
vael Of Feroboam, the mungrel Samaritans, the State-Engins 
of Abaz, and other naughty Fewsh Kings, the temporizing 
Abettors of the Perfian, the Macedoman, and the Roman Sii- 
trufions, with the whole Seét of the Sadduces, with the Title 
of the Low-Church Men of thelr Times ; and | doubt not 
but, when Matters of greater Moment will give him Leave, 
he is ready to prove, That thofe who are called fo now 
are guilty of as great Defection from the true God, tempo- 
rifing for fecular Ends and Purpofes, and Disbelief of fome 
of the moft Fundamental Articles of Religion, as any of 
thofe were: Indeed, any Arguments whatever, muft needs 
be fo fupple as to prove what he pleafes, when he has for a 
while had the Management of them. 

In his fxt6 Chapter, our Author anfwers what Objections 
are commonly made againft the Apoftolical Form of Church- 
Government . The Second which he produces, is this; That 
the maintaining of any one, even of the Apoftolical Form will 
unchurch all thofe Chriftian Societies which have it not: Ja 
which Number, all Foreign Proteftants will be included: 
Since neither the Damfh, Swedifh, German, Dutch, Helvetian, 
French, nor Scotch, nor any other Children of the Reforma- 
tion Abroad, can lay Claim to an Apoftolical Succeffion, 
againft which, very great Exceptions may not be made and 
taken, ec. And to this, Mr. Hume anfwers, Firft, That it 
is very hard, when Errors amongft Reformers fhall be im- 
prov’d and aggravated to the fole Prejudice and Difreputa- 
tion of thofe who are inthe Right: Secondly, That we are un- 
juftly charg’d with Unchurching the Foreign Proteftants, @c. 
For, we are not fure, and cannot pofitively fay, That the 
Want of the Apoftolical Form of Church-Government, tho’ 
a great Unhappinefs, Unchurches any Chriftian Societies: 
We are not fure, that having the Apoftolical Form only in 
part, may not obtain to any Chriftian Society, great Gofpel- 
Privileges : And we are fure, that many may be true Chri- 
ftians, and Members of the true Church, who of themfelves 
are no true Church, in the ftricteft Signification of the Word ; 
and have no fuch true Church wherewith they can commu- 
Nicatee Upon the former of thefe three Conceffions, our 
Author, amongft other Particulars, obferves, That Hete- 
rodox Affemblies, in the Primitive Times, are allow’d, and 
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fpoken of as Churches, tho’ there were things very reprove. 
able in their Minifterial Separation: Upontbe Second, That 
no Earthly State or Form is perfe& ; that what is moft con. 
formable to the Heavenly Patterns and’ Prefcriptions doth 
moft excel ; that every Chriftian Society receives Bleffings 
from God, comparative and proportionate to that Recipi- 
ency which the Acceptance and Ufe of the Means whereby 
God works, doth more or lefs produce, &c. And upon the 
Third, That Excommunicate Perfons are Members of the 
true Church, tho’ cut off from Minifterial Communion. He 
anf{wers all the other Objections to be met with in the Rights 
of the Chriftian Church: But for both the Objections and his 
Anfwers, I muft refer the Reader to. the Book before us for 
particular Satisfaction. 

In his feventh, and laft Chapter, as I have obferv'd alrea- 
dy, our Author is very large in anfwering this Principle, 
that there is not any one Sett or Order of Chriftian Mini- 
fters, by whofe Succeffiou, or delivering from one to ano- 
ther, Spiritual Authority is deriv’d thro’ afl following 
Ages, from Jefus Chrift; but that Spiritual Authority 
flows from the fole Choice and Nomination of the 
People. This Chapter he divides into Ten Sections. In 
the firft of which, he treats of the Authors, Maintain- 
ers, and Encouragers of this popular Opinion: In the 
Second, of the Derivation of any governing Power from 
God: In the Téird, he confiders the Scripture Proofs for 
the Derivation of Church-Authority from God to the 
People: In the Fourth, he fhews that this popular 
Scheme is affrontive to all States and-Governments: In the 
Fifth, that tis deftruGive to all Governments: In the Sixth, 
that it encourages Innovations againft em: In the feventh, 
that it is an effe€tual Means to expofe and ruin the Chri-. 
ftian Religion: In the Eighth, that ’tis detrimental to the 
Publick Weal, Peace and Quiet of all People: In the 
Ninth, that it makes a fair Plea for Tyranny and Perfecu- 
tion: And in the Tenth, that it is an effectual Means to in- 
troduce Popery. 

And having ftated the Rife of a Sacred Priefthood ; that 
is, of a Miniftry fet apart for the Service of God, and for 
the Edification, and in behalf of others, and that not only 
by Nature, or by the Determination or Choice of Man, but 
by the Determinanion, Ordering and Appointment . God 5 

aving 
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having drawn the Original Authority thro’ the facred Chan- 
nels, and maintain’d the Derivation of the fame thro’ the 
Legal and Evangelical Churches to our own Times and Uf ; 
having vindicated the fame from all Objections, and fhewn 
the il] Confequences that of courfe will foliow from ereé. 
ing a Church Miniftry, on any other than a Divine Right 
and Foundation: Mr. Aume concludes this whole Work 
with a View of the prefent Circumftances of the Clergy ; 
which he draws up at large, that ic may be the better ap- 
prehended ; and that knowing their Calling, they may ftate 
rightly in their Minds their Obligations and Duties to God

HO’ Truth is a Bleffiag which God has laid open and 

incommon to Mankind, and thofe who confider the 
Nature of Man, and the great Purpofes for which he is fent 
into the World, cannot but own, that every one has the 
fame Right, and is under the fame Obligation to embrace 
Truth, and reje& Error, as to make a right Ufe of his natu- 
ral Faculties, or to believe and obey God, and to take Care 
of his own Salvation; and thg’ this is fo evident, that, if 
thofe who plead for an Implicit Faith, did not at the fame 
time offer us Marks of the true Church, and the infallible 
Guide, and in fo doing, make every private Chriftian a 
Judge in the greateft and moft perplex’d Coniroverfte in 
Religion, and appeal to the Reafon which they call us te 
—refign, and by contradi@ing chemfelves, become the Fe, 
they would fall under a diffetent Character, and be treated 


as the common Enemies of Mankind; yet Dr. /vett juitly 
K kkk 2 obferves, 
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obferves, That ’tis a ftrange Deference and Veneration which 
fome Men pay to the Underftandings and Ufages of thei; 
Anceftors: They will not fee if their Fathers happen’d to 
live in the Dark, refufe Truth, if not offer’d to them, and 
venture their Salvation upon the Credit of their Wifdom, 
who wanted Opportunities to be fufficiently inform'd, and 
even choofe Error, if it has but the Colour of Antiquicy to 
recommend it. And which is ftranger ftill, as if there 
were fome particular Charm in Proximity of Blood, Error 
in the Pofleffion of their immediate Anceftors, has the Ad- 
vantage of Truth at a Diftance , and the dark, illiterate and 
corrupted, are by fome Chriftians preferr’d to the more 
knowing and purer Agesof the Church. And it is fo dif. 
ficult to fet Men right, who go wrong out of Choice, that 
he who attempts to undeceive them, is more likely to fal} 
under their Difpleafure, and be thought their Enemy for 
telling them the Truth, than to convince, and bring them 

to retraé their Errors. | 
But if fome Men add Obftinacy to their Miftakes, in our 
Author’s Opinion, nothing can be more reafonable than that 
thofe who never receiv’d, or upon better Information have 
forfaken ’em, fhou’d be juft to Truth, and guard the Honor 
of their Religion from the Cenfures and Reproaches of thofe 
who unhappily miftake and pervert it. Our Enemies know 
too much to truft their Caufe to the Decifion of that Rule 
which ought to determine all the Controverfies in the Chri- 
{tian Church, take Refuge in Antiquity, .and hope for the Pro- 
teétion amongft Men, which God and his Word have deny'd 
°em; and when we plead Scriptures, boldly reply, That 
the Doctrines which they now maintain, are the fame which 
our Anceftors receiv’d with their Chriftianity ; and the Au- 
thority which they challenge, no other than what they fub- 
mitted to. Now, altho’ there is no Weight in Arguments 
of this Kind, but fuch as may with equal Force ferve the in- 
tereft of Fudaifm againft our common Chriffianity, and Paga- 
ifm againft them both ; yet, the better to undeceive Men 
in their own Way, by removing the popular Objections from 
Antiquity which commonly mifled ‘em; ovr Author has 
even thought, Thata fair and impartial Hiftory of the cor- 
rupt Doétriues of the Church of Rome, would be the beft 
Anfwer to the Antiquity ptetended for them; and jul 
Views of the Time, and of the unworthy Arts by which they 
gain'd 
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gain’d a Power over the Weftern Churches the beft, and all 
the Apology that was neceflary to juftifie their rejecting of 


it, This Confideration feems to have direéted the Author of ° 


Origines Britannica, and this gave occafion to this Second, as 
well as the former Volume of the Origines Anglicane. 

The Cafe of the Britifh Church is fo fully accounted for 
by that great Prelate, that Dr. Jnctt fays nothing of it in 
this Place : And what he has obferv’d already in the Hiftory 
of the Firft Ages of the Exglfh Church, renders it needlefs to 
{fay more in Vindication of the Do@rine of our Holy Mother, 
Only he reminds the Reader here, That the Miffionaries 
from Rome, who bore a Part in the Converfion of our Ance- 
ftours, fuffer’d em to bring fome Corruptions and fuperfli- 
tious PraQices into the Church. Maintaining, notwithftan- 
ding, the Doctrine of Gregory the Great, .who forbad the 
Worfhip of Images: They follow’d the Ancients in their 
Prayers to God, to confummate the Happinefs of departed 
Souls; but knew nothing of praying them out of P#rgatory. 
Their Homilies are ful] and exprefs againft the Dodtrine of 
Tranfubftantiation. They tranflated the Holy Scriptures into 
' the Vulgar Tongue, and by their Canons requir’d the rea- 
ding of them. They forbad private Mafles, and requir’d 
and practis’d the Adminiftration of the Sacrament in both 
kinds. And if Lanfrank, and the Norman Clergy made any 
Change in the Dodtrine of the blefled Sacrament, it went no 
farther than private Opinion, till the Council of Lateran, in 
the Beginning of the 13th Century. That of Conftancein the 
sth, fhews us when and by what Authority the Practice of 
adminiftring the Sacrament in one kind, was firft eftablifhd. 
The Original of Chantries in England, in the 13th Century, 
fhews when the Doétrine of Purgatory was receiv'd. That of 
Infalibility arofe out of the Claims of an univerfal Paftor- 
fhip: Pérft broach’d by Gregory the Seventh, in the latter End 
of the Eleventh Century ; but fped in England asit did in 
France, and was never receiv’d, In fhort, our Author ob- 
Serves, That if the World had a juft Hiftory of Popery, 
they wou’d have great Reafon to repent their Rafhnefs, who 
Plead Antiquity for it, and put their Caufe upon that Iflue. 
And the many New Dodtrines firf eftablifh’d by the Coun- 
Ci Of Trent, are a fafficient Demonftration of this Affertion. 
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In the Volume before us, Dr. Inete has endeavour'd to per. 
form what he promis’d to the Publick in the former, wiz, 
To give a juft View of the Englifh Church for fome time 
after the Norman-Revolution; and in particular, the Rife 
and Steps of the Papal Power, and the Changes, as well in 
the Government of the State as the Church, which attended 
it. And becaufe *the Controverfies about Inveftitures, the 
Legantine Power, the Right of Appeals, the Exemption of 
the Religious from the Authority of their Bifhops, and both 
of them and the Clergy, from the Civil Power and the 
Patronage of the Crown, give the beft Light to the Go. 
vernment and Difciplise of the ancient Enghfh Church, and 
fhew us when, and how a Change was introduc’ ; and that 
of England was much the Cafe of other Churches Abroad, 
which by the fame Men, and by the fame Arts, and about 
the fame Time, were broken, and fubdu’d to that of Rom: 
Our Author has therefore thought himfelf oblig’d to be more 
full and particular in obferving the Steps and Condu@ of 
thofe long Difputes, And indeed, as the Dr. juftly ob. 
ferves, however thefe Controverfies pafs under other Titles, 
tthe Subje& of ’em was neither more nor lefs, than whether 
the Kings of England fhould continue, or the Bifhops of 
Rome fhou'd be rais'd to the Head of the Nationa! Church? 
Whether the Bifhops of Exgland might a& up to their Cha- 
raéter, and the Canons of the Univerfal Church, or whether 
‘the Bifhops of Rome might fuperfede the Commiffion of 
Chrift, and at Pleafure controul the Authority of his 
Church ? Whether they fhou’d govern the Church of Rome 
as Bifhops, or as Monarchs and Sovereign Princes prefide over 
the Univer fal Church ? 

It is but too evident, proceeds our Author, that the Bi- 
fhops of Rome did in time gain a Jurifdiction over the 
-Engh{h Church ; and this has been induftrioufly mifrepre- 
fented, and fo artfully cover’d with the Pretence of Anti- 
‘quity, as ¢o deceive fome, and to raife Doubts and Scruples 
in the Minds of others: And this Pretence was firft made 


ufe of to prevent and embarrafs all the Steps to the Refores, 
mation ; and ever fince to reproach us with a Charge of 
Schifm. Befides, not only the Dotrines of Infallibility, and 
Neceflity of Communion with the Church of Rome, but all 


thofe Doctrines which properly fall under the Head of Po- 
pery 
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pery, arife out of the Claims, or depend upon the Autho- 
rity of the See of Rome, and ftand and fall with them ; and 
the Honour and Juftice of the Reformation, do in fome Mea- 
fare turn upon the fame Foot. Our Author therefore, the 
better to fet thefe Matters in a true Light, makes fome Hi- 
{torical Remarks on the Grounds and Progrefs of the Claims 
of the Court of Rome, which J fhall prefent the Reader with 
in this Place, as what will furnifh him with a tolerable Idea 
of the Nature of the Hiftory before us, 

The unparallel’d Affurance, fays Dr. Imett, with which 
fome Men challenge a Power, which, like the Rivers of Para- 
dife, encompafles the whole Earth, extends to the other 
World, and determines the Future State of Mankiad; which 
in many Inftances pretend tocontroul the Authority of God, 
to allow what he forbids, and forbid what he allows ; to fet 
up ic felfas a Standard of Truth and Error, and the laft 
Refort of Juftice, wou’d tempt oneto think, That a-Glaim, 
which at once fhocks our natural Notions. of God and Reli- 
gion, and the common Senfe of Mankind, fhou’d. have the 
moft exprefs Authority of God; or at leaft fomething to co- 
lour fo extraordinary a Pretence. But how wietchedly is 
one difappointed, who finds all this founded on nothing but 
fome occafional Difcourfes of our Saviour with St. Peter, or 
fome particular Advices and Reproofs addrefs'd to that A- 
poftle; but fo far from giving the leaft Colour to the 
Claims built upon ’em, that it is hard to fay, whether they 
who found them here, or thofe who carry us to the Hiftory 
of the Creation ; and undertake the Proof, from God's ma- 
king two great Lights, have the greater Advantage in the 
Argument. 

If one looks to the Commiffion which our Saviour gave 
to his Apoftles in his Life Time, to Preach to the Fewifh 
Nation, exclufive both of the Gentiles and Samaritans; or to 
that after his Refurrection, when all Power both in Heaven 
andon Earth was given to him, to go out into all the 
World, and preach the Gofpel to every Creature; and finds 
not the leaft Mark of any particular Power given to St, Peter : 
If one confiders, That although Chrift, as God-Man, was 
the great Law-giver to his Church; yet, this Power was 
founded in his Divine Nature, and was effential to, and in- 


feparable from the Perfon of the Mediator; that, asa — 
phet, 
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phet, he came not to be miniftred unto, but to minifter : 
that it was his Minifterial and Prophetic Power which he 
committed to his Church, if we confider thefe Matters, 
Dr. Inett rightly obferves, That we are fo much to feek for 
the Regalia of St. Peter, that, if Hiftory did not explain the 
Secret, the Chriftian Church had, in Probability, been as little 
acquainted with the pretended Powers of the Bifhops of 
Rome, as the Patriarchs were who liv’d before the Flood. 

But it is fo natural to Men, who make their Fortunes in 
the World to indulge a Vanity , and the better to cover the 
Meannefs of their own Original, to look backward to find, 
or make a Pedigree to add a Luftre to the Family which them. 
felves firft rais’d ; that we are not to wonder, if the Bifhops 
of Rome took the fame Meafures, and endeavour’d to per- 
fuade the World, that the Authority, which was firft gain’d 
by their own Condu&, was founded in the Commiffion of 
Ghrift. And the Senfe and Praétice of the whole Chriftian 
Church, for a Thoufand Years after Chrift, do fo fully con- 
firm this Conje@ture, that there is no one Thing more evi- 
dent, than the aforefaid Claims, and the wreffed Interpre- 
tatious of Scripture on which they are built, had the fame 
Beginning, and were ufher'd into the World by that Ambi- 
tion which firft broach’d the Pretence to an Univerfal 
Paftorfhip. 

And the Succefs and Credit thereof, as our Author excel- 
lently obferves, has been anfwerable to the Weaknefs of 
the Pretence: For at leaft, two Thirds of the Chriftian 
World rejected as well the aforefaid Interpretations, as the 
Doétrines which were built upon them: And thofe Chrifti- 
ans who have been unnappily deceiv'd by the Aflurance 
with which the Court of Rome endeavour’d to impofe their 
Pretenfions, do ftill differ fo much about them, that if a vi- 
fible Intereft did not enable us to account for it, one woud 
wonder how fuch great Bodies of Chriftiaus fhou’d centre in 
the Communion of a Church, when the Principles on which 
that Unity is founded, fo vaftly differ, or rather, fo dire- 
étly deftroy one another, that it may be truly faid of the 
Claims of the Court of Rome, That they have had the Fate 
which commonly attends Impoftures, which feldom need any 
thing elfe todeteét and expofe’em, but the inconfiftent Tales 


which are ufually made for their Colour and Support: For 
a Primacy 
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, Primacy Of Order, an Univerfal Paftorfhip by Divine 
Right, and an Authority over the Weer Church in Right 
of the Patriarchate of Rome, are things fo widely diftant in 
their own Original, their Nature and Extent, that if they 
do not flatter tnemfelves, who tell us, That the Spamifh and 
haian Chuches maintain the Supremacy, and in Confequence 
thereof, the Infallibility of the Bifhops of Rome by Divine 
Right, the GeWican Church is certainly in the Wrong, and 
vilty of Herefie in denying both; but if the Frexch are in 
_ the Right, the Charge of Herefie will with equal Force turn 

back on the Spanifh and Italian Churches. 

But whatever the prefent Senfe of fome Weftern Churches 
may bein this Particular, (and how much they differ a- 
mongft themfelves in thefe Matters, every one knows who 
has been in any Meafure converfant in their Controverfies) 
nothing in our Author’s Opinion, can be more evident, than 
that all the Apoftles, and all the firft Chriftian Bifhops con- 
, fulted and acted in common, and ever treated one another 

as Collegues and Brethren; that the Government and Dif- 
cipline of the whole Chriftian Church was founded on a 
Belief of an Equality of Chara&ter and Power common to 
the whole Order of Bifhops ; that feveral Popes in their 
Difpute with the African Bifhops, founded their Claim on a 
pretended Canon on the Council of Nice; that when the 
Title of Univerfal Bifhop was firft given to the Patriarch 
of Conftantinople, Gregory the Great, founded his Arguments 
againft that Title, not on any particular Right of his own 
See, buton the Indignity thereby offer’d to the whole Order 
of Bifhops: To fay no more, the Grounds upon which the 
Councils of Nice, Chalcedon, and Conftantinople, fettled the 
Patriarchal Dignities, are fo certain, fo full, and uncon- 
trollable an Evidence of the Senfe of the whole Chriftian 
Church againft the Univerfal Paftorfhip of the Bifhops of 
Rome by Divine Right, that if fome Men’s Ambition had not 
extinguifh’d all Senfe of Truth and Modefty, and fome Cor- 
ruptions ia Doétrine and Worfhip (which depend chiefly on 
the Authority of the See of Rome) had not difpos’d others to 
favour the Pretenfions which at once fhelter their Errors. 
and ferve fome unworthy Ends : Dr. Jvett makes no Doubt, 
but the Claims of that Court had long fince been exploded, 

Lill as 
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as the worft grounded, and the moft dangerous Impofture 
that was ever offer’d to the Chriftian World. 

The Gallican Church, proceeds our Author, pretends ¢t, 
fteer a middle Courfe betwixt a bare Primacy of Order by 
Canon, and the Supreme Authority over the Church, or 
the Univerfal Paftorfhip by Divine Right: And yet, in the 
Decrees of their general Aflembly, inthe Year 1682, where- 
in that Church has publifh’d her Sentiments on that Sub. 
ject, they treat of it in fuch Manner, as if they defign’d to 
mortifie the Power which they pretend to advance, to ju. 
ftifie the Churches which are already Reform’d, and to open 
the Way tothe Reformation of that of France. For whilf 
they affert the Primacy of St. peter, and his Succeflors, by 
the Inftitution of Chrift, fpeak of the Majefty of the Apo/fo. 
lic See, and the Obedience due to the Bifhops of Rome trom 
all Chriftians, they renounce the Authority of the Church in 
Temporal Matters, confirm the Council of Con/tance, the 
4th and sth Seffions efpecially, which fubject the Bifhops of 
Rome even to be depos’d by a General Council, deny their 
Infallibility in Matters of Faith, and bound their Authority 
in Matters of Difcipline, not only by the Canons of the 
Chriftian Church, but by the Rules, Cuftoms and Inftitutions 
of States and National Churches, and found thefe Decrees 
onthe Authority deriv’d to them from the Holy Ghoft.. How 
confiftent thefe Decrees are with themfelves, or with the 
Ufages of the Gadican Church, our Author leaves others to 
determine: But if there can be fuch a Vifionary Primacy as 
is confiftent with the natural Rights.of Princes, the Canons 
of the Univerfal Church, the juft Liberties of Nationa! 
Churches, and the Authority of Chriftian Bifhops, there 
feems to him no more Reafon to Quarrel about it, than to 
make War upon the King of Spain for his Titie of King ot 
Fernfalem, or to undertake to confute the Claims of a certali 
Prince who calls himfelf the Emperor of the Sun. From 
thefe Conceffions of the Frezch Church, our Author cannot 
forbear hoping, that in procefs of Time, that Nation will 
throw off the Yoke of Rome, which once happily done, 
woud give, in all. Probability, a happy Turn to the 
Spiritual Affairs of Chriftendom, 
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Thofe who give up the aforefaid Claims as indefenfible by 

cripture and the beft Antiquity, and found their Hopes in 
che Patriarchal Lufticution, and upon this Foot challenge the 
Obedience of the Weftern Churches, our Author obferves, 
hive fome Colour for their Pretenfions: But he obferves 
likewife, That unlefs this Argument be carry’d beyond its 
due Length, the Controverfie on this Head will be confin’d 
‘othe Bounds of fraly, and no ways deferve the Reflections 
of an Engh(b Hiftorian, Yet becaufe this Inftitution leads to 
' the true Original of the Authority of thofe Prelates, who 
fuffer’'d their Ingratitude to keep equal Paces with their 
Ambition, and in time difown'd the Truft which was the fir 
Step to their fucceeding Greatnefs, and to this Day conti- 
aues to be the moft colourable Pretence for it; to fet this 
Matter ina clear Light, Dr. Imete makes it his Bufinefs to 
deduce the Original, the Nature, the Extent and Gonle- 
uences Of this Inftitution ; and then comes to confider the 
 Senfe of the Fnglifh Church and Nation, with Relation to 
this Affair. ‘The Original of the Patriarchate is well known 
to have been deduc’d from the Method taken by the early 
Fathers of the Church, to fuit the Policy and Difcipline 
thereof to the Form of the Civil Government ; for where- 
as, by filent Confent, a Superiority was granted to the Bi- 
hops of the greater Sees, and this Cuftom pafs’d into Ca- 
nonin the Synod of Nice, the Patriarchate at the fame time 
was given to fuch Sees where were the Roman Prafeftures. 
_ Our Author is particular in his Deduétion of thefe Matters, 

but I cannot tranfcribe what he advances into this Place. 
As to the Senfe of the Englifh Church, with Relation to the 
Claims and Pretenfions of the Bifhops of Rome, our Author 
makes feveral Obfervations upon this Head. 

And after he has, in the frs# Place, ftated the Nature and 
Extent of the Supremacy or Sovercign Jurifdiction thofe 
Prelates pretend to: He obferves, Secondly, That aitho’ one 
Part of the Exglifh Nation owed its Converfion to the 
See of Rome, and all the reft comply’d fo far in fome of the 
Rites ond Ufages thereof, and the Archbifhops did f>me- 
times receive their Palls from thence, and the whole 7. ghjh 
Church paid a great deal of Deference to the Bifhops of that 
sees yet in all our Hiftories and Records from the firft 


Planting ofthe Gofpel amongft the Britains tothe Norman

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Revolution, there is not fo much as a fingle FnGeance of any 
one Bifhop, whofe Ele&tion was confirm’d by thofe of »,,.; 
or put in Poffeffion of his Truft, or cya te thea by an Ou 
of Canonical Obedience ; of any Council call’d ii Fi-e/+5,,' 
their Auskority, or Bifhops call’d to their Counils | .:, ak: 
of any Perfon or Society exempted from the Authocisy o¢ 
their proper Bifhops, or of any Arveal made feos; per 
Sey to that of Rome; of any icaths, Firft-Yruiis. op 
ubfidies paid to, or impos’d by them: Ia fhort, ihere j; 
not any Law of the State, nor any Canon of the Church thar 
ae the leaft Countenance to the pretended Authority of 
he Bifhops of Rome: There is not the leaft Mark of any 
JurifdiGion or Authority exercis’d by them over the Anci- 
ent Englifh Church, And one who'confiders that Jurifdidion 
is a plain and a fenfible thing, and appears fo evidently ig 
Canons and Matters of Fact, that Church Difcipline, and 
Forms of Ecclefiaftical Bufinefs, do as certainly difcover the 
Seat and Boundaries of Ecclefiaftical Power, as the Stile of 
Laws and Forms of Juftice fet out the Nature of Civil} Gos 
vernment, and inable us to diftinguifh a Monarchy from a 
Commonwealth, fhou’d, one woud think, need nothing more 
than the intire Silence of our Hiftories, to clear the Matter 
under Queftion. And indeed, this feems to be an Argu. 
ment of unqueftionable Weight, if mipartially confider’d. 
Nay, Dr. Inett adds, That the Counil of Clovefhoe afferted 
the Independency of the Church of England on the Sce of 
Rome, upon a very fignal Occafion: Befides that, as our 
Hiftories do not afford one fingle Inftance in favour of the 
Papal Claims, they are full and exprefs on the Side of the 
Royal Supremacy. The Kings of England ated as the Su- 
preme Ordinaries and Heads of the National Church, aid 
as fuch, fet out and divided Diocefes, nam’d their Bifhops, 
and receiv'd Appeals from their Court, conven’d National 
Councils, and by their Laws, fettled the Revenues of the 
Church, directed the Condu&, and punifh’d all the Offences 
of the Clergy againft the State, and (as Occafion requird) 
Subjected their Revenues to the Support of the Governme:t. 
And tie long Struggle and Oppofition which they made to 
guard their Rights from the Ufurpations of the Court ol 
Rem:, aud the fubfequent Changes in the Polity and Order 
of this Church accafion’d thereby, fe fully confirm what has 


bec? 
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been already fuggelted upon this Head; that if fome Men 
had not loft all Senfe of Shame 2nd Regard of Truth, in our 
Author’s Opinion, the Supremacy of the Bifhops of Rome 
over the ancient Englifh Church, had never been the Subjeé& 
of Difpute. 

Our Author proceeds after this, to feveral other Particu- 
lars ; and afterwards is pleas’d to give us but faint Hopes of 
his Third Part, in which (if he goes on with it) we may 
expect a juit View of our Affairs during the Vaflalage 
and SubjeCtion of the £agli(h Church to that of Rom-, till 
the Reformation fo happily refcu’d the Church and Kingdom 
from the Mifchiefs of that Ufurpation: For to fay nothing 
of the Expeuce of Time, and the Charge and Difficulties 
which attend the very Accefs to Records and Mannfcripts, 
from whence the moft confiderable Notices are to be expe- 
&ed: Our Author Acknowledges it no little Difcourage- 
ment and Mortification to him, in hunting from one Record 
to another, to find little elfe but new Scenes of Tyranny 
and Oppreffion ; to dwell upon a Story fill’d with the Re- 
monftrances of our Kings and their great Councils, broken 
and eluded Laws, the unregarded Complaints and Petitions 
of the Clergy, the uapity'd Cries of a Nation ; and, in every 
Line one writes, to feel new Pain, and bleed afrefh in the 
Wounds of our Country. In fhort, a Hiftory which one 
can hardly read with Patience, or relate with the Calmnefs 
and Temper that becomes a Chriftian, Dr. Ixete looks upon 
as, at beft, a very difcouraging Undertaking. 

Yet one who confiders the Artifices and Addrefs with 
which our Enemies are every Day attempting to bring thefe 
Nations back again to the Yoke under which our Anceftors 
groaned; how totally fome Men have forgot the Mileries 
of thoie Days, and even the late Profpec we had of falling 
under them again; how fondly fome Men talk of an Union 
with that Church, which can aliow no Terms of Communion, 
but fuch as muft let in a Foreign Power, and bring Servitude 
along with ’em; how unhappily fome Men miftake the De- 
cency and Order of our holy Mother, aud will not believe 
that fhe is far enough from Popery, hecaufe fhe does not fa- 
crifice all Regard to the be{t Ages of the Church, and run 
into Novelty, to fhew her Averfion to that of Rome, will 


eafily be perfwaded, that tic Advantages wonld, on mahy 
Accounts, 
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Accounts, overbalance the Difficulties which attend a Work 
of this Kind. For, as our Author excellently obferves, had 
we as plain a View of the Ufe which the Court of Rome made 
of their Power, as the Hiftory before us gives us of the 
unworthy Arts by which they gain’d it; could we fee how 
the Weaith of the Nation was exhaufted to inrich her Ene- 
mies ; all the Meafires of Law and Jultice, and even the 
Religion of Chrift, forcd to give Way to Avarice and Am- 
bition ; the Sacred Patrimony of the Englifh Church made 
the Reward of thofe who firft enflav’d it; and at once, be- 
hold the Difference ’twixt the Purity, the Decency, the Or- 
der, and the Greatnefs of our holy Mother, and the Cor- 
ruptions, the Foppery, the Superftition and Tyranny of 
Rome: A Work of this Nature wou’d give us a lively View 
of the Bleffings of the Reformation, and raife up fo juft a 
Veneration for that Church which has hitherto, thro’ the 
Blefling of God, continwd its greateft Ornament and Sup- 
port, as might poffibly cure the Miftakes which fo unhappily 
divide us, or at leaft, teach all fuch Forbearance of one an- 
other in Love, that our Divifions and Animofities may ne- 
ver provoke God to take his Blefling from us, And may 
thefe Reafons prevail with our Author to goon with the good 
Work which he has begun, and got thus far in; to fet the 
Atheiftical and Blafphemous Villanies of the Myftical Baby- 
Jon in their true Light to all who have the Eyes of their 
Underftanding jopen ; which once fairly done, muft keep 
every one who is in his Senfes, from entertaining the leat 
favourable Opinion of that Communion,
